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SHAKEN BY THREE RAPID 
SHOCKS OF EARTHQUAKE. 
TREMORS “DISTINCTLY FELT IN THIS 
CITY—BUILDINGS SWAYING, BUT NO 
GREAT DAMAGE DONE. 


Slight shocks of earthquake were felt in 
almost every section of this country last even- 
ing, the range of the disturbance extending 
from this city as far west as Omaha and south as 
far as Mobile, Ala. The wave is reported 
generally as passing from north to south 
and the time of successive shocks is given vary- 
ing from a few minntes after 9 o'clock to 10 
o‘clock. A great many people were frightened, 
and windows were rattled and vigorously shaken 
up in many places, but no report of any serious 
damage to person or property has thus far been 
received. 

After the earthquake shock there was no tele- 
graphic communication last night with Charles- 
ton, 8. C., from any point in the country. The 
telegraph companies were unable to get press 
dispatches or other communications from there. 
That section of the country seems to have been 
the centre of the disturbance. Savanneh, Ga., 
reported that the shock was the severest 
éver felt in that locality. It is known 
that a bridge in the vicinity of Charleston 
was shaken from its foundations, and the 
wires were all lost, but that is not so serious as 
the fact that various other points through which 
there should be a communication with the city 
are unable to get anything from within a radius 
of several miles of the place. 

The point from which 
ing into Charleston is 
is Ravenel’s, a place on the Savannah and 
Charleston Railroad, about 18 miles distant 
trom the city. It is probable that the part of 
the track under water bas been covered by a 
heavy rise in the river. 

Telegrams from cities in South Carolina and 
Georgia say the utmost consternation prevails 
on account of the non-receipt of news from 
Charleston, and many fear thata terrible calami- 
ty has happened there. 

People who were in the upper stories of high 
puildings in this city felt the shock very dis- 


tinetly. It shook chandeliers and made 
the gas flicker and played other minor 
ranks which made those who _ noticed 
kt rather uncertain for the moment of the stabil- 
ity of things. The principal wave lasted for 
about 10 seconds. The movement appeared to 
be froma little east of north td a little west of 
south, and it was a gentle undulation. A second 
shock a few minutes later was more like a tremor. 
The shock was noticed by people in the operating 
room of the Western Union Telegraph Company’s 
main office, at Broadway and Dey-street, at 
about 9:55 o’clock. Operators who were at 
their desks felt a peculiar swaying motion, which 
lasted about 10 seconds. It seemed as if their 
desks were on rockers and were being moved 
like cradles. The switchboard was swayed dis- 
tinctly for several seconds. Before the oper- 
ators could compare notes reports began to come 
in from the West and South of a more serjous 
shock. 

At the offices of the Associated Presson the 
upper floor of the Western Union Bnilding the 
éarthquake was more noticeable than in the 
operating room. The vibrations lasted slightly 
longer, it was thought, though no one made 
an ‘attempt to get the exact time. 
The desks were shaken in a most uncom- 
fortable, and for the moment most unaccounta- 
ble, way. At the Signal Service office in the 
Equitable Building a foggy atmosphere and a 
rapidly rising barometer had been noted just be- 
tore the earthquake occurred. The operators said 
that the sensation was at first something like 
what it would be were one attacked with vertigo. 
The shock was distinctly felt in various 
quarters. up town, and in parts of Harlem 
Was more pronounced even than it was 
down town. . Officer Kelly, of the Union 
Market police station, not ‘only felt if, plainly, 
but the walls of his house, at Avenne B and 
Seventh-street, were badly cracked. A séectiom 
of the Fire Depattment was called ont, but it 
was decided that the house was in no danger of 
falling. Warden Bennett, of the Gouverneur 
Hospital, also felt the shock distinctly. 

Two very perceptible shocks, moving from 
West to east, ana each of them lasting for about 
two seconds, were felt in various places in Brook- 
lyn. The tirst occurred about 9:45 o’clock and the 
second; which was much more violent, about 
10:17 o’elock. Telegraph Operator Geer, of the 
Brookivu Police Department, was seated in a re- 
valving chair in front of his telephone board 
when his chair tilted to one side and nearly 
spilled him on the floor. Onthe top floor of 
the Municipal Building the shock was still more 
perceptible. The desks in the reporters’ room 
were slightly tilted on end, and one heavy ink 
well was overturned. The gas flickered, and 
the chandelier swayed from side to side twice. 

Fulton-street, in the neighborhood of the City 
Hall, was crowded with people whe had run out 
of the theatres and billiard rooms,jin which the 
shock had been very noticeable. Several hun- 
dred people in the Park Theatre assert- 
ed that they felt the shock very _ plain- 
ly, and many of them left the house. 
Ina house in Hancock-street, near Bedford-av- 
enue, the parlor chandelier rattled over the 
heads of the occupants, who fled into the street, 
enly to tind their neighbors there befere them. 
The shock had been felt. by all, and had dashed 
many fancy articles from cabinets to the floors. 
No cases of serious damage were reported to the 

vlice. 

» The shock was distinctly felt in parts of New- 
Jersey. At Plaintield it occurred at 9:56 
o@ock and lasted about two -minutes. 
The vibrations were frum north to south, 
beginning almost imperceptibly and augment- 
ing until strong enough to swing chandeliers 
violently and cause the woodwork of brick 
houses to creak. The citizens were much 
alarmed. In Newark the shock was felt about 
9:30 o’clock, and wus most perceptible in the 
large factories, which were shaken violently. 

The earthquake was plainly felt in Jersey City. 
Inthe upper section of the city houses shook 
and the inmates were thoroughly frightened. No 
éamage from the shock is reported. 

THE EXTENT OF THE SHOCK, 
PANICSTRICKEN PEOPLE FILLING THE 
STREETS WEST AND SOUTH. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—At 9:50 to-night 
@ large part of the population of Washington was 
startled by a distinct earthquake shock. The 
disturbance was felt with differing violence in 
different parts of the city. At Albaugh’s Opera 
House, where a performance of “The Mascot” 
was in progress, the first tremor arrested 
the actors on the stage, and as 
the building swayed gently to and 
tro the audience arose in alurm 
and rushed for the doors. The people in the 
gallery, who according to ail accounts felt the 
motion most distinctly, were greatly excited, 
and fled precipitately. The noise made by them 
was probably mistaken for a rumbling caused by 
the earthquake, for in THE Times office, where 
the. swaying motion was distinctly felt for near- 
ly amiuute, there was no sound heard except a 
rattling of window sashes, such as might have 
been caused by the carrying of a heavy weight 
in the room overhead. The theatre audience 
was profoundly disturbed, several ladies faint- 
ing, and half the audience leaving and refusing 
toreturn. The Western Union operators at the 
top of the Corcoran Building on Fifteenth-street 
were considerably agitated, as the buildin 
swayed and trembled during the prevalence o 
the tremor. In the cffice of the United Press an 
operator was just being asked by another opera: 
tor at Atlanta whether he had felt the shock 
when the tremor began to sway him 
jin his chair. There are no reports as 
yet of damzege. The Washington Monument. 
pbout the safety of which in the event of an 
earthquake there has always been some concern, 
appears to stand as firmly asever. The streets 
have been dotted with people since the shake- 
up, all discussing the effect of the phenomenon. 
The Dime Museum and Herzog Opera House 
audiences were affected very much, as was that 
at Albaugh’s Opera House, leaving the buildings 
in alarm. People who were upon the sireet at 
she time searcely noticed the shock at all, 

Prof. Simon Newcombe, of the Nawtical Alma- 
nac, furnishes the following figures regarding 
tue earthquake: First shock occurred at 9:53:20, 
second suock about 9:54:30; lasted until 9:59. 
Major Powell, of the Geological Survey, says

would be reported about this date. He 
says that it is possible that there will 
be another about 2 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
When the shock came to-night Mr. Capen was 
in the Republican office writing his predictions 
for to-morrow, As soon as the building began 
to shake the editors, reporters. and compositors 
on the Republican and the Post, which are in the 
same building, all ran out, but Mr. Capen re- 
mained at his desk in blissful ignorance of the 
tact that his prediction had been fulfilled. 


RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 31.—For an hour or 
so the people of Richmond were thrown 
into a state of excitement to-night 
never before witnessed since the memo- 
rable Sunday night of April 3, 1865, 
when the city was evacuated by the Con- 
federate forces. This excitement was occa- 
sioned by a distinct shock of earthquake, 
quickly followed by an alarm sounded 
by the tire bells, calling the wilitary to 
assemble. At 9:50 o'clock oe perceptible 
quivering of the earth was felt here, in some 
parts of the city shaking houses about the heads 
of their occupants: in such a way as to 
cause the greatest alarm to theinmates. At 
the penitentiary the shock was probably 
greater than anywhere else in the town. 
The convicts, who are always locked 
in their cells at 4 o’clock in _ the 
afternoon, became so alarmed at the unusual 
phenomenon that the officers for a while 
feared that a general panic would fol- 
low. The men in their excitement and 
frenzy beat upon the dvors of their cells, 
and insisted upon being liberated. All attempts 
of their keepers to impress upon the 
convicts that there was no cause for 
alarm proved futile, the frightened inmates 
insisting upon getting out into the open air, 
The officers finally allowed some of the mento 
go into the prison yard. Fearing that a general 
attempt might be made to escape an alarm of fire 
was sounded by the officers, quickly followed by 
a call for the military. The call was quickly re- 
sponded to by the First Virginia Regiment and 
other local military. The Curney Guard, a colored 
military company,was the first to reach the scene 
of excitement. In less than an hour the prison 
was surrounded by probably 10,000 anxious 
spectators. The excitement about the prison 
was almost unparalleled. The shrieks of the 
male and female prisoners was heard for 
a quarter of a mile. The arrival of the military 
and police on the ground soon quieted the excited 
prisoners, and in a short time all of the convicts 
were returned to their cells and comparative quiet 
reigned. Two prisoners escaped from the build- 
ing, but were fired at by the officers and speedily 
made to surrender. Goy. Lee as soon as he was 
advised of the condition of things pe into his 
buggy and drove to the scene of disorder. For 
atime the wildest rumors prevailed about the 
city. It was reported that the walls of the 
penitentiary had fallen in and that the 
prisoners were escaping into the city. 
These unfounded stories continued with the 
excitement caused by the shock. The earth- 
quake caused general consternation, principally 
among ladies. Some people in the upper part of 
the city ran out into the streets in their night 
clothes. As soon as the true condition of affairs 
was learned excitement quickly subsided. 


NORFOLK, Va., Aung. 31.—A severe shock 
of earthquake was felt in this city at 9:54 
o’clock to-night, followed by a slighter one at 
10:17. The tirst one lasted about two minutes, 
and caused great excitement, the people rushing 
from their houses in terror. 


DANVILLE, Va., Aug. 31.—About 10:05 
o'clock to-night a distinct shock of an earth- 
quake was felt in this place. The people left the 
hotels and houses and made for the streets. Its 
duration was about 15 seconds. A number of 
sbricks were thrown from several chimneys in 
the town. About 10:15 o’clock a second shock 
was expericuced, but this was of short duration. 
Buildings vibrated considerably, but no dam- 
age to edifices is reported. 


LYNCHBURG, Va,, Aug. 31.—A very pro- 
nounced shock of earthquake was felt here at 10 
o'clock P. M. Houses swayed, bricks were 
shaken from chimneys, and a great many people 
ran from their beds into the streets. The shock 
lasted fully one minute. Only one shock was 
distinguished. A heavy rumbling noise accom- 
panied the shock. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., Aug. 31.—At 9:55 
to-night an earthquake shock was felt here. It 
was very severe, lasting fully three minutes. 
Many people who had retired for the-night were 
so frightened that they arose and ran from their 
houses. A number of chimneys were toppled 
over, but no further damage or deaths are re- 
ported. This is the first shock of an earthquake 
ever experienced in this section. Great excite- 
ment prevails and the people of the city are sit- 
ting up awafting another shock and the final 
result. 


VicksBURG, Miss., Aug. 31.—About 9 
o'clock this evening a slight earthquake shock 
was felt in this city. The wave apparently 
passed from north to south. At the City Hall, 
where the City Council was in session, the os- 
cillations continued about one minute, making a 
number of persons sick. The hall was cleared 
almost instantly, and the Council adjourned. 
The evening was calm and cool. The shock was 
also felt in other towns in this State and in New- 
Orleans. Persons on the ground noticed nothing 
unusual here, 


MoBILE, Ala., Aug. 31.—At 8:50 Mobile 
time a very light shock of earthquake was felt 
in this city. The movement was from the south- 
west. It was noticeable in the top tloors of 
houses, making chandeliers swing and giving the 
people a distinct sensation of moving from side 
to side. One shock only occurred, lasting about 
two seconds. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 31.—At 8:45 P. 
M. a shock of earthquake was perceptibly felt in 
this city. Its direction seemed to be from east to 
west. The motion was felt in the best-construct- 
ed buildings in the city and lasted several sec- 
onds. Some houses rocked and people ran out of 
them, especially from the upper floors. ‘The 
shock was not felt by these on the ground or 
sidewalks. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 31.—Earthquake 
shocks were felt here to-night, beginning at 9:50 
o’cloeék and continuing nearly six minutes. 
Buildings rocked, walls cracked, floors broke 
loose from their supports, chimneys fell, and 
lamps Were overturned. The shocks lasted over 
five minutes. The motion of the earth was very 
decided. The streets rapidly filled with people, 
screams of frightened persons could be heard, 
and negroes were in great fear. Such de- 
cided shocks were never before felt here. 
Reports show that the shocks were felt 
ali over the State. At Wilmington they were 
very severe and came near wrecking several 
buildings. Itis safe to say that ne such excite- 
ment was ever known here as this earthquake 
has caused. The shock here rang the church 
bells. It also threw down plastering and rang 
door bells in houses. The second shock came at 
10:04 and lasted about half a minute. The third 
shock did not come uutil 10:30 and was very 
slight. It shook houses’ very sensibly, 
however. The movement of the earth from 
the west was very perceptible. In the first shock 
houses svon acquired a swinging or oscillating 
movement, the steadiness of which was remark- 
able. In the News and Observer office the shaking 
was similar to that feltin the press room when 
engines and presses are running. There was a 
pause of a quarter of a minute in the first shock, 
when the earth seemed to balance itself. The 
excitement at this hour (10:45) is not at all 
abated. Very few people are asleep and nearly 
all houses are deserted. Some people will remain 
out of dours all night, no doubt, through fear. 
The weather to-day has been fine. There was 
rain at 8 o'clock, but at the time the shock came 
the sky was unclouded. : 

CHARLOTTF, N. C., Aug. 31.—A_ severe 
shock of earthquake was felt here at 10:15 P. 
M. Several chimneys were demolished and the 
greatest excitement prevailed. Crowds gath- 
ered in the streets, and for half an hour there 
was much confusion and fear on the part of the 
people. Three shocks were felt, the first being 
the most serious, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 31,—Atlanta was in a 
rocking mood to-night. At9o’clock an undula- 
tory movement like the preliminary tremors in 
an explosion took place. The houses were at 
once emptied, and the 60,000 people of Atlanta 
were on the streets anxiously seeking the cause 
of the disturbances. Three successive shocks 
rocked the city violently, throwing chimnies to 
the ground, smashing articles within the houses, 
and shattering the windows. Several public 
meetings were in progress, but the buildings 
were at once vacated. The electric fire alarms 
were disturbed, and every fire company in ths 
city was out, the herses plunging madly through 

ihe crowds on the streets, 


The scene in the negro quarters was especially 
weird. The eolored people, unlike the whites, 
who remained standing, fell upon their knees 
and wept ang pleaded for mercy. The preach- 
ers went among them declaring that the day was 
at hand when men must repent of their sins. In 
several cases they organized love feasts and sang 
and danced, declaring that they were ready. 
At 11 o'clock te-night the shocks continue, sev- 
ere) buildings have been shaken to the ground, 

-and many are reported as unsafe. The electric 
lights have been generally disturbed. Thousands 
of people remain on the etreets afraid to re- 
enter their houses. The steady recurrence of the 
shocks alarms the people, and fears are enter- 
tained that further danger may come. The 
greatest confusion exists. 


{n Covington several houses were kuocked 
down and the ininates injured, but none serious- 
ly. There was alowerlug of 40° in the temper- 
ature. In Acworth the Methodist congregation, 
which was in the midst of a protracted service, 
became perfectly wild over what they called the 
divine visitation. From points in North Georgia 
therejs one unvarying story of fright and flight. 

Macon,Ga., Aug. 31.—At9 o’clock to-night 
Macon was perceptibly shaken by an earth- 
guake, There Were two sxocka, lasting in all 
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about three minutes. They stampeded the town, 
eople running out of houses and gathering in 
tightened knots in the open air. 


CoLuMBts, Ga., Aug. 31.—Shocks of an 
earthquake were —, felt here at 8:50 to- 
night. People were badly frightened, and many 
ran from their houses into the streets. The 
shocks lasted about 20 seconds. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 31.—A , violent 
shock of earthquake was experienced here at 
8:56 to-night. Its motion was from north to 
south, and it lasted fully 10 seconds. It had a 
rapid oscillating movement. Great consterna- 
tion was felt. any who were in their offices 
and residences fled into the streets. Numbers 
who had retired, feeling the sensation, rushed 
out of their dwellings, not waiting to dress them- 
selves. Guests at the Peabody Hotel hurried 
down stairs, thinking the building was falling. 
It was the same all over the city, and many 
women were thrown into hysterics. It was the 
severest shock ever experienced in this section 
of the country. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 31.—An 
earthquake shock, lasting fully three seconds, 
was felt here to-night at 8:55 o’clock. Houses 
quaked perceptibly and the rumble was very 

istinct. Citizens rushed into the streets, fear- 
ing a repetition of the shock. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 31.—T wo distinct 
shocks of earthquake were felt here to-night, the 
longer one at 8:54:30 and the shorter at 
8:57:30. It was very perceptible to all in tall 
buildings, but not felt by the majorlty of the 
people. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 31.—A severe 
shock of earthquake was felt throughout this 
city at 8:54 o’clock to-night. The siock lasted 
about 50 seconds. People fled from their dwell- 
ings and places of business and gathered in the 
middle of the street. A second shock, very 
slight, was felt at 9:10 o’clock. The colored peo- 
ple were terribly excited. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 31.—About 9 o’clock 
to-night a shock of earthquake was felt in this 
city. At the Southern Hotel, the Laclede, and 
other places the vibrations were very distinct. 
It was not noticed by people on the street. No 
damage has been reported. 


CuicaGo, Aug. 31.—The shock of the 
earthquake this evening was felt here at exactly 
9:01 o’clock, and seems to have been of the same 
intensity in all parts of the city. Opinions differ 
as to the number of shucks. In the Goy- 
ernment Building, where a score or more of 
clerks were at work, it was thought that there 
were six or seven shocks and that the trembling 
lasted three or four seconds. The windows 
banged in their frames six or seven times, 
and then the big building seemed to shiver 
from top to bottom. Signal Service Observer 
Harrold was sitting at his desk writing 
at the moment of the earthquake. He discov- 
ered that his head was wabbling around with- 
out any particular reason and felt the building 
quiver. The waves of the earthquake, he 
says, seemed to vs from southwest 
to northeast at the rate of three a 
second, and the disturbance lasted six or 
seven seconds. No damage was done anywhere 
in the city. Many oe who did not think of 
an earthquake suddenly found themselves grow- 
ing dizzy, and thought they were suffering from 
vertigo. In some houses doors swung back and 
forth, and picture frames on the walls moved. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 31.—The most 
severe earthquake shock ever experienced in 
this region was felt at 9:16 o’clock, city time, 
to-night. On the upper floors of high buildings 
the tremor was so great as to cause fright. On 
high ground, particularly on Mount Auburn and 
Walnut Hills, the shock was felt even by 
people walking along the streets. There is no 
damage reported thus far, but the opinion is 
prevalent that some high buildings could not 
have swayed any more than they did without 
falling. The compositors on the upper floor of 
the Commercial Gazelte building were thrown 
into a state borderin on a panic. Sev- 
eral jumped out of the windows on to an 
adjoining roof.. It was some time before all 
could be persuaded to resume work. Inthe edi- 
torial and reportorial rooms, on the floor below, 
the sudden swaying motion of the building 
was so marked as to cause _ serious 
thoughts and a general rush for the hall- 
way. In the counting room, on the ground 
floor, those who were seated writing felt the 
tremor, but persons who were on their feet did 
not notice it. Inthe Western Union Telegraph 
building, a square distant, only afew of the 
operators on the upper floor felt the. shock, but 
several clocks stopped. The clock in the fire 
tower at Sixth and Vine streets showed the 


continuance of. the shock to have been nine and’ 


@ quarter seconds, , 


On the upper tioors of the Palace Hotel the 
tremor was 80 great as.to alarm guests and 
cause them to run out of their rooms. In other 
hotels the guests were less alarmed, but gath- 
ered immediately in the halls to discuss 
the remarkable phenomenon. All 
city people were seen at once emerg- 
iig from residences and resorts to 
tell their experience and learn whether others 
had noticed anything unusual. A lady, who was 
seated at a table sewing on the second floor 
of one of the buildings on Sixth and John 
streets, fell from her chair. A young man 
who was taking a bath on the upper floor 
ot the Lombardy flats grabbed up his clothes 
and ran down one flight of stairs with them on 
his arm. In the Telephone Exchange, at Fourth 
and Walnut streets, there was such a rattlin 
of wires that some of the attendants turnec 
pale with fright. A lady at No. 345 
West Fifth-street was rolled out of her bed. 
Guests of Reid’s Hotel, to the number of a score 
or more, ran down to the office in a panic. 
Among them was a woman in her night dress. A 
womab on Joln-street ran out of her house, 
and, kneeling on the sidewalk, began to pray. 
Several women are reported as séen going with 
their children to the Louses of friends. There 
are many people who believe that there will be 
a second shock before morning, and they can be 
seen out on the sidewalks waiting for it. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 31.—A_ very 
strong shock of earthquake was felt here at 9:30 
o'clock to-night, lasting perhaps 15 seconds. 
People rushed out of their houses into the streets 
previpitately, the theatres were emptied, meet- 
ings were suddenly broken up, and a feeling 
akin to panic was general throughout the city, 
though no damage is reported. Everybody feit 
the nausea and dizziness which commonly accom- 
pany such shocks. The undulations were about 
east and west, and not less than three, though 
little detinite testimony on that point is ascer- 
tainable on account of the unexpectedness of 
the phenomenon and the attendant excitement. 
Telegrams show that probably the whole State 
was shaken up. 


The entire population was simultaneously 
seized with a sensation of dizziness and weak- 
ness, Which was attributed to a sudden attack of 
iliness, and the rocking motion plainly felt was 
at first ascribed to a deranged physical system. 
Houses were moved and everything within them. 
In some instances walis cracked with a startling 
noise, while in a tew cases sniall fissures opened. 
A considerable number otf people who were 
standing felidown. Persons on the ground felt 
light-headed, but many did not notice the undu- 
lations, though nearly every one had stomach 
qualms. The higher one was trom the ground 
the greater was the motion. Everything hang- 
ing swung with violence and the gas went out 
in some places and clocks stopped. In the Acad- 
emy of Music a serio-comic singer had just 
begun his song when the audience as 
one man urose and serambled out of doors, 
greatly to the performers’ chagrin. A lodge of 
colored Odd Fellows was in the midst of in- 
itiating a candiaate. The ceremony abruptly 
ended, and the entire body rushed down stairs 
in full regalia, leaving the candidate powerfully 
impressed. Billiard players were startled at 
observing the balls take most eratic courses. 

A policeman patrolling his beat and seeing 
people collecting rapidly in the streets excitedly 
ran to the nearest fire alarm box and was about 
to ring out the department. The Signa) Service 
observer on duty, whose office is in the third 
story of a high building, saw his pendant 
barometers vibrating strangely, the houses 
swayed from side to side, and he concluded to 
take immediate observations from the street. 
The barometer rose thirteen-hundredths of 
an inch in a ‘short time, an unusual 
rise. A party of elderly gentlemen  be- 
longing to a long established ciub known as 
the Ark sat enjoying their regular evening 
“ penny ante,” when one remarked that he felt 
bad, another complained of his head, a third of 
his stomach, and all unanimously moved to ad- 
journ without form. 


Nota few who had retired for the night were 
suddenly anxious for fresh air and terra firma. 
They neglected to arrange their toilets, and gave 
a ghostly appearauce to their vicinity. 
The telephone exchanges were emptied 
of operators, and it was some  min- 
utes before subscribers could call one 
another. Then everybody wanted to call up 
somebody and inquire what the matter was. 
Many an amusing scene occurred in saloons, 
customers unceremoniously abandoning their 
waiting liquer and striding into the’street. When 
all Gauger was past people compared notes and 
enjoyed the fun of the thing, but for a few mo- 
ments the mostintense and trying seriousness 
prevailed. 


CoLumBus, Ohio, Aug. 31.—Reports are 
coming in from all over the city that the shock 
of an carthquake was distinctly felt about 8:54 
o’clock. It was more perceptible in the larger 
buildings. At the Central Asylum for Insane, the 
largest building for insane in the world, furni- 
ture was turned around, und the patients 
became so alarmed that the attendants 
had trouble in getting them to return to 
tnueir wards, At the Institute tor the Blind 
the shock was so strong that rocking chairs on 
the floor were made to start in motion, and the 
chandeliers were swayed to and fro with such 
force that they continued for some time after- 
ward in motion.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 31.—About 8:52 
o’clock this evening, as near as can be determined, 
a very decided earthquake shack was felt here, 
but no damageresulted. It was not similar in 
manner or equal in force to the quake that was 
felt here two years ago. That was @ moy- 
ing motion, the direction of which was 
easily traceable and that was felt everywhere 
throughout the city. This was a_ shake, 
a tremulous quiver, lasting probably halt a 
minute. Persons in the upper floors of build- 
ings noticed it, while those on the ground were 
not aware of it. A good-sized piece of the coping 
of the Denison Hotel, at the corner of Wabash- 
street, fell and narrowly escaped hitting Pool 
Commissioner Doherty, who was walking across 
the street. In the news cor tg, Rien of the 
Journal the quiver was felt and the type cases 
were shaken. 
The watchman in the tower of the Court House, 
230 feet high, was badly frightened and ran 
down the stairs of the swaying tower into the 
street. A mail carrier rooming in the third story 
of a business block was awakened from his 
sleep and ran out im alarm. All through 
the city. people were greatly frightened and 
ran into the streets, but nothing worse than 
a bad scare is reported, The tremor was per- 
ceptible every where in this locality, and remem- 
bered in connection with the rolling shock be- 
fore alluded to, there was a feeling of real ter- 
ror. The newspaper offices are kept busy an- 
swering the calls of alarmed citizensin every 
direction. Brief and uneventful as it was, the 
earthquake was more of a sensation than the 
eg of the politicians who are gathered 
ere, 


DETROIT, Aug. 31.—A very distinct shock 
of earthquake was felt in this city to-night at 
8:55 o’clock. The shock was felt almost ex- 
clusively along the river front of the city, and 
back as far as the City Hall. It seemed to follow 
the course of the river in its passage. Persons 
who have been familiar with similar visita- 
tions at San Francisco say they recognized 
it at once. Chandeliers were visibly shaken, 
vases and similar articles swayed so as to at- 
tract attention, pictures were disturbed, and 
nervous poem were frightened so as to cause 
those in the hotels to send to the officein alarm 
to inquire what was the matter. The shock was 
of brief duration, and was not noticed in other 
sections of the city. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 31.—Large build- 
ings were shaken to their foundations about 9 
o'clock to-night by an earthquake shock that 
lasted nearly a minute. People fled in affright 
to the street. Windows were broken in numerous 
buildings, and pictures fell from the walls. No 

articular damage was done. The shock was 
elt only inthe larger buildings, and only in the 
central part of the city. It was most severe in 
jon Fourth Ward, in the fashionable residence 

istrict. 


DAvENpoRT, Iowa, Aug. 31.—The Warden 
of the Soldiers’ Home reports that about 9 
o’clock this evening a shock asit from an earth- 
quake passed through the buildings of the 
home, making them shake quite perceptibly and 
considerably frightenmmg the inmates. The 
home is situated three miles north of the city. 


DvuBvuaQukgE, lowa, Aug. 31.—A slight earth- 
quake shock was experienced to-night at 8:58 
o'clock. The occupants of tall buildings left in 
a hurry, fearing a general crash. The shock 
lasted about three seconds. The audience in the 
opera house left their seats, thinking the build- 
ing was about to fali. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug $1. — Earthquake 
shocks were distinctly felt in various parts of 
this city at about 10 P. M., lasting from _two to 
five seconds. In one residence on Ten Broeck- 
street four distinct shocks were experienced. 
No damage whatever was done. 


Hupson, N. Y., Aug. 31.—An earthquake 
shock was felt here at 9:57 this evening. lit was 
of about 30 seconds’ duration.

Chairs 
were caused to rock, chandeliers vibrated, and 
several persons experienced nausea on account 
of the undulations of the earth, 


NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 31.—An earth- 
quake shock was very perceptibly felt in this 
city this evening and caused no little excitement. 
According to the observations at the Signal 
Service Office the shock began at 9:551o and 
lasted 80 seconds. The motion appeared to be 
from northwest to southeast. It was a contin- 
uous tremor. The Signal Service Office is on top 
of the Insurance Building, a seven-story struct- 
ure and the highest inthe city. At that altitude 
the motion was marked. Picture frames: swung 
out an inch from the wall. Persons in upper 
stories were made seasick by the vibrations. In 
the operating room of the Southern New-Eng- 
land Telephone Company the shock was very 
marked.

In the editorial 
and composing rooms of the Republican oftice, in 
the fifth story of the building, suspended objects 
swung to and fro and considerable consternation 
prevailed for a short time. The shock was felt 
in various portions of the city, especially in the 
higher buildings. 

MEADVILLE, Penn., Aug. 31.—At 10 P. M. 
a shock of earthquake was felt here, followed 
immediately by a slighter shock, the whole last- 
ing about 20 seconds. The streets were ut once 
filled with people. The guests rushed out of ho- 
tels in their night clothes, women and children 
were crying and screaming, and every one was 
more or less alarmed. As far as learned no dam- 
age Lus been done. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 31.—At 10 0’clock 
to-night an earthquake shock was felt in all 
parts of this city and Allegheny. It lasted about 
30 seconds, and created the greatest. consterna- 
tion in the hotels and large buildings. In Hotel 
Anderson and Hotel Duquesne the guests ran 
into the streets panicstricken, and in tle upper 
stories of the Western Union Telegraph Building 
the swaying of the structure was quite percepti- 
ble. Dewitt C. Bylishy, of Media, Penn., aguest 
at the Hotel Duquesne, was sitting in a room on 
the fifth story with his son and daughter. He 
says the rocking of the buflding made him sick 
at the stomach. Looking out of the window he 
plainly saw the City Hall, an immense stone 
structure just opposite, tremble and sway back 
and forth. 

On the south side the shock seems to have 
been more severe. Dishes were thrown from 
shelves, clocks stopped, and the occupants of 
the houses rushed out screaming with terror. 
On South Nineteenth-street the Lotus Club, 
which was holding a meeting, quickly adjourned 
and the members, who were greatly frightened, 
lost no time in leaving the building. Surrownd- 
ing towns in all directions report a distinct 
vibration of the earth at about the same hour.

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A NEW MINISTER TO MEXICO

THOMAS C. MANNING TO 
CRED GEN. JACKSON. 
THE PRESENT MINISTER ANXIOUS TO 
BE RELIEVED—A LOUISIANA JUDGE 
AND EX-CONFEDERATE APPOINTED. 

WASHINGTON, Ang. 31.—Thomas’ Court- 
land Manning, of Louisiana, hae been appointed 
Minister to Mexico, te succeed Henry R. Jack- 
son, of Georgia, resigned. Louisianians here 
are pleased with the choice made by Secretary 
Bayard, and say that Mr. Manning is a man of 
ripe age, fine legal ability, and large experience. 
It is expected that he will go immediately to 
Mexico, as Mr. Jackson has been asking to be 
relieved as soon as possible. 

NrEwW-ORLEANS, Aug. 31.—Thomas Court- 
land Manning, the newly appointed Minister to 
Mexico, was born at Edenton, on Albemarle 
Sound, North Carolina, some 50 years ago. He 
fitted for college in his native town, and was 
graduated at the University of North Carolina. 
He was then admitted to the Bar and practiced 
for a while in his native town. In 1855 he 
emigrated to Louisiana, locating at Alexandria, 
on Red River, where he has since resided. When 
the war broke out be had built up an extensive 
practice. As a States rights Democrat he was 
elected to the Secession Convention of 1861, re- 
maining therein on the Committee of Commerce, 
hevenue, and Navigation. When the convention 
adjourned he prepared for war, and was elected 
uw Lieutenant of the first military company ra{fsed 
in Rapides Parish. He was soon transferred to 


the staff of the Confederate Governor Moore, 
with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In 1863 
he was appointed Adjutant-General of the State; 
a year later, by Gov. Allen, he was appointed 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. After 
the war he devoted himself to his profession, re- 
fusing the nomination of Governor by his party 
when tendered tu him. In 1876 he served as a 
Tilden Elector, and in January, 1867, when shot- 
guns installed the Nicholls Government he was 
appointed Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court. 

While Kellogg, the retiring Governor, and 
Packard, his successor, were temporizing with 
the enemy and praying for Federal aid Judge 
Manning, with tirmness and sagacity, installed 
his court, dismissed his bayonets, and set the 
mills of justice to work, which was the begin- 
ning of the end of the Republican dynasty. 

Gov. Nicholls’s administration was distasteful 
to ring pers and two years later they 
succeede in dislodging it by a Con- 


SUC- 


stitutional Convention, under which the Hon. | 


Louis <A. Wiltz succeeded to the Execu- 
tive chair and Chiet-Justice Manning 
was relegated to private life with his 
principal. Some years later, on the death of 
Associate Justice W. M. Levy, in obedience to a 
poguias demand, Judge Manning was restored to 
a place on the Supreme Bench, but on the ex- 
piration of his term a year ago Gov. McEnery 
refused to reappoint him. Judge Manning has 
been for years a Trustee of the Peabody educa- 
tional fund. Heisa man of dignitied presence, 
massive figure, courtly bearing, and bears a 
rod resemblance to the late Chief-Justice 8. P. 
Yhase. , 

His appointment to the Mexican mission is 
another bitter pill for the State Administration 
Democracy to swallow, which Senator Wilson is 
credited with, as well as with the victory over 
the ring. When Gov. McEmery refused to reap- 
point him on the Supreme bench his friends de- 
termined to recommend him to the President for 
any appointment in his power of a diplomatic or 
judiciai character. He was supported by all the 
strong men of the _  anti-ring Democracy 
and his case urged by Senator R. L. 
Gibson. He was tirst. considered with 
reference to the Austrian mission, but when it 
was announced that Gen. Jackson had tendered 
his resignation of the Mexican mission Gen. Gib- 
son saw the eminent fitness of Judge Manning’s 
appointment there, and consequently urged it 
upon the Administration with ‘success. It is a 
eoincidence that Judge P. Hickey Morgan, who 
preceded Jackson in Mexico, was a member of 
the Republican’ Supreme Court which was super- 
seded by that of Judge Manning in 1877. Judge 
Manning is thought to be in New-York ‘or Wasa- 
ington. The news of his appointment was re- 
ceived here late last night. 


MR..SEDGWICK’S DENIAL. 
SECRETARY BAYARD RECEIVES A CIPHER 
DISPATCH FROM THE ENVOY. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Secretary Bayard 
was gratified this afternoon when he received 
from Mr. A. G. Sedgwick, the special agent of the 
State Department to Mexico, a cipher dispatch 
assuring the Secretary that the statements about 
Mr. Sedgwick’s alleged misbehavior in the 
city of Mexico are false, and that he is 
able to furnish proof in contradiction of 
the stories, if a contradiction be necessary. 
The Secretary of State promptly answered that 
Mr. Sedgwick’s personal denial was sutficient. 

fhe story about Mr. Sedgwick had undoubtedly 
distressed Mr. Bayard greatly, but he has sev- 


eral times asserted that he did not believe it at 
all probable that a gentleman of Mr, Sedgwick’s 
training and associations would be at all likely 
to get into a seandalous public debauch. 
There might have been a jovial  gather- 
ing of gentlemen and some hilarity. Where 
there were imotives for exaggerating and dis- 
torting an account of such a gathering it was 
possible that it would be repeated with addi- 
tions, and the fact that Americans aud Mexicans 
spent the evening together, and that stories 
about it were told in both Spanish and English, 
increased the possibility of misconception of the 
probubly harmless details. While it is not de- 
nied at the State Department that a report of the 
affair has been received from Consul-General 
Porch, the Secretary says that he does not 
feel called upon to order any investigation of the 
matter. It is evident that some surprise was felt 
because Mr. Porch felt called upon to report at 
all. He is w commercial officer only and has 
nothing whatever to do with Mr. Sedgwick, 
whose mission was a diplo*uatic one, to be car- 
ried out under the eye of Minister Jackson, to 
whom Mr, Sedgwick was accredited. Secretary 
Bayard has heard nothing trom Minister Jackson 
about the alleged escapade of Myr. Sedgwick, 
aud yet if his conduct had been so scandalous as 
reported it should be Minister Jackson’s duty 
and not that of Consul-General Porch to report 
it, and ask for Mr. Sedgwick’s recall. For Mr. 
Porch to do this is regarded as a misconception 
of duty, possible only when the offender had 
been grievously at fault aud the Minister had 
neglected his duty. It is perfectly apparent 
that there are to be statements and contradic- 
tions about this incident, and not at all im- 
robable that it will result awkwardly for others 
esides Mr. Sedgewick if the reports about him 
turn out to have been true. 


Crry oF Mexico, Aug. 31,’via Galveston. 
—Mr. Sedgwick, the special American envoy, 
hadanother consultation with Minister Jacksou 
yesterday for the purpose of procuring data for 
his report to Secretary Bayard on the Cuttin 
case. At the American Legation nothing is sai 
regarding the rumor in circulation concerning 
Mr. Sedgwick. Minister Jackson has taken no 
part in the matter. 

An adjourned meeting of a portion of the mem- 
bers of the American colony was held late this 
afternoon at the house of Gen. John B. Frisbie 
to consider the charges made against Special 
Agent Sedgwick. Resolutions of censure were 
pending, but a substitue motion was offered 
and*carried that Mr. Sedgwick was here asa 
private citizen, and that it was outside the in- 
terest of the members of the American colony 
to pursue the inquiry now pending into his 
conduct. All interest In the matter seemed 
to have subsided, and the meeting ciosed 
in five minutes, the friends of Mr. Sedgwick 
eonsidering the action taken as settling the 
= reports against him.. The manager 
of the Iturbide Hotel furnishes a letter in 
which he denies the reports against his 
guest, Mr. Sedgwick, asserting positively that 
that gentleman returned to his hotel at an eurly 
hour after the ball free from signs of intoxica- 
tion and retired to his room, behavingina gen- 
tlemanly manner.

_MEASURES AGAINST AMERICANS—DETER- 


MINED TO GET HIS RIGHTS. 

MonrTREAL, Aug, 31.—A circular was re- 
ceived from Ottawa this morning by the customs 
authorities at this port in reference to the coast- 
ing trade between the United States and Cana- 
da, and which if enforced will put a stop to 
American vessels not properly registered carry- 
ing cargo between Canadian ports. 

This circular is to the effect that owing to the 
numerous seizures recently made by officers of 
the special agents’ branch it is believed that 
great laxity exists on the part of Collectors and 
other officers in connection with the traffic car- 
riedon by small boats between Canadian and 
foreign ports. Greater vigilance in enforcing 
the laws is insisted on, and special attention is 
called to the fact thatit is unlawful to import 
goods from any place out of Canada in any ves- 


sel not.duly registered and with a certificate of 
registry on board. Only British vessels, or those 
belonging to foreign powers who are in treaty 
with Great Britain, the circular further states, 


| can compete in the coasting trade of Canada, | 


and in future vessels from the United Stutes— 
there being no treaty now with that country— 


must not be allowed to go from one Canadian | 
; port to another for cargoes. 


The most stringent means are ordered to in- 
sure the enforrement of these rules. It is now 
the custom for owners of barges entering from 
Ogdensburg, kochester, Oswego, and other lake 
ports via Kingston with cargoes too heavy for 
the canal to touch at the latter port, tranship 
their cargoes, and not register until reaching 
Montreal. The customs authorities claim that 
Captains and others may have abused the custom 
by stating that a less ainount of cargo had 
been removed than actually happened. Be- 
sides, nothing is to prevent smuggling to 
any extent of other goods if no register 
takes lace at the first port entered. 
Frederick Ayer, Treasurer of J. C. Ayer & Co., 
has sent. an indignant letter to the Collector of 
Customs at this port, denying in the strongest 
terms-that they had eupluyed Walters or any 
other person to steal their books from the cus- 
toms authoritfes. He says it is true that his 
company has had a difference with the customs, 
but he considers the decision of the department 
arbitrary and unjust, and as soon as it was com- 
municated to the firm the latter informed 
the department that it would not be 
accepted. This decision of the Commissioner 
of Customs, he is informed, mainly turns upon 
the allidavit of an irresponsible party, pecunia- 
rily interested in the confiscation of Ayer & Co.’s 
property, yet the firm had been denied a copy of 
said aflidavit. Mr. Ayer does not think there is 
a fair-minded man in Canada who would expect 
the firm to hand over the sum of $147,000 under 
such circumstances. But apart from all this, 
the decision, he maintains, is inoperative until it 
has been confirmed ina court of justice, and he 
is advised that the court will not sustain the 
finding of the department.

THE GREAT GEYSER SPOUTS. 

CINNABAR, Montana, Aug. 31.—On Friday 
and Saturday visitors to the Yellow Stone Park 
who happened to be in the vicinity of the Fire 
Hole Basin witnesseda rare spectacle. The Ex- 
celsior Geyser, situated in Hell’s Half Acre, un- 
doubtedly the most powerful geyser in the world, 
and which had been in a state of quiescence for 


over four years, suddenly broke out about 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon and continued to 
play for 24 hours.

BANK ROBBERS AT BAY

COOLLY EXECUTED 

OF A NOTED THIEP. 

THE ENTIRE PARTY AFTERWARD RE- 
CAPTURED BY POLICE ARMED WITH 
WINCHESTERS. 

Sr. Louis, Ang. 31.—A daring rescue of a 
noted bank sneak thief was made on the Mlinois 
side of the river last night. Deputy Sheriff 
Ritchie left this city on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy train shortly after 8 o’clock last 
night, having in charge Jummy Carroll, who was 
wanted at Galesburg, IL, on a charge of robbing 
the Galesburg Bank of $12,000. Justas the train 
was pulling out of the relay station, at East St. 
Louis, Carroll requested the officer to take him 
outside for a few moments. While he was leading 
his prisoner down the aisle of the car two men 
sprang trom their seats and seized both of his 

| arms, before lhe was aware of their intention, 
| and took his revolver from him. They retained 
| hoidof his arms until Carroll ran out of the 
door and jumped oif the platform. Then the 
men followed suit. Three or four other men 
stood on the platform of the car and are sup 
| posed to have been friends of Carroll, The train 
| Was soon stopped and Ritchie at once notified 
| the East St. Louis and St. Louis authanities of 
| what had happened. Altheugh diligent search 
was made for Carroll, the authorities failed te 
get any trace of him. 

From thedescription given of Carroll’s res- 
cuers they are supposed to be Thatch Grady, R. 
A. Simpson, Harry Edwards, and Dick Preston, 
alias *‘ Windy” Dick, all well known crooks. Car- 
roll is one of the best known crooks in the coun- 
try, belonging to that class of the fraternity 
known a3 bank sneaks, Heand the gang with 
which he has been associated have commit- 

| ted some of the biggest bank robberies 
that have ever been accomplished in this 
country. He is over 40 years of age, 
and has worked with nearly all the 
big crooks in his line of business in America in 
days when bank sneaks were more numerous 
than at present. Carroll belonged toa well or- 
ganized gang which worked the whole country, 
and he was a leading spirit in it. When ome of 
them was arrested there was enough money at 
the control of the organization to purchase his 
hberty. Some of them were eventually killed 
and some imprisoned for long terms, while nota 
tew died, leaving their relatives rich. 

In 1880, Carroll, Paddy Guerin, Billy Burke, 
and “Mollie” Matches made a “sneak” on the 
Galesburg Bank and secured $12,000. A most 
Vigorous search was made for the robbers. Car- 
rou fied to Canada, Matches robbed a bankin 
Cleveland, where he lived, was captured and 
brought back to Galesburg. He was convicted 
and sent up for along term, and the Galesburg 
bank officials reimbursed themselves for their 
losses out of $25,000 worth of real estate which 
Matcnes owned. 

Guerin attempted to rob a bank messenger in 
Chicago of $10,000 by throwing red pepper in 
his eyes, but was rundown and is now serving 
a12 years’ sentence. “ Kid” O’Brien, another 
member of the gang, who was with Guerin: at 
the time, was shot down by an officer and killed 
when he attempted to escape. “Jilly” Burke 
was afterward arrested for sneaking $50,000 out 
of a Chicago bauk. He was sent to Albany, where 
he got out of jail, but was afterward captured, 
and is now “doing” 15 years there. Nearly all 
the other members of the old gang have been 
run down. 

About 2 o’clock this afternoon a farmer re- 

ported to the East St. Louis police that he had 
noticed four men loitering about Venice, a small 
Village four miles north, on the Mississippi 
River, and that they seemed eager to avoid 
pbeing seen. Chief Halloran, with four well 
armed men, drove over there, and learned that 
the men had taken refuge in a filat- 
boat at the wharf. The police surrounded 
the boat. and called on the men _ inside 
to surrender. One of the men, who proved to be 
Carroll, attempted to escape by jumping out of 
the cabin window, but was covered with a Win- 
chester and compeiled to surrender. The other 
three men, who turned out to be Carroll’s 
rescuers, were also takem into custody, and the 
four were brought to East St. Louis. Carroll 
will be taken to Galesbufg. The others will be 
held to answer for the part they took in the 
rescue. 


RESCUE 
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AN UNPLEASANT VISITOR. 


NEwW-ORLEANS, Aug. 31.—For more thang . 
month vessels have been lying at the quarantine 


station on Ship Island with yellow fever on 
board, but must of the cases have been of 
a mild type, and ~yielded readily to 


prompt treatment and good nursing. All of 
the vessels are from Pahama, and by some 
the disease was held to be Chagres fever, which 
is @ severe type of thé malarial. The nearest 
point inland to the quarantine station is Biloxi, 
and from that place hospital supplies are 
drawn. It is a popular Summer resort for 
New-Orleans people. To-day parties arrived 
in this city with a report that there were 
two cases of yellow fever at Biloxi. and 
there were strong symptoms of a _ panic 
in consequence. Dr. Hoit, President of the Luu- 
isiana Board of Health, and Dr. Saloman, Secre- 
tary, felt called upon to give the matter careful 
investigation, and left for Biloxi this evening. 
Since they left another suspicious case is re- 
ported. at Ocean. Springs, the adjoining 
town. At 10 o'clock to-night Dra. Holt 
and Saloman telegraphed that they 
had: reached no conclusion, as they had 
not seen the patients,’ but would. visit them in 
the morning. Meantime Dr. Charles Pelayaz, 
the leading physician of Biloxi, telegraphs that 
thereisno yellow fever there, and Dr. Harry, 
President of the Harrison County Board of 
| Health, telegraphs that he has just visited 
Biloxi and thinks the cases doubtful, and says 
the attending physicians pronounce them posi- 
tively Spanish yellow fever. 

The history of the caseg at Biloxi ts as follows: 

On Tuesday, Aug. 24, Dr. J. J. Lemand was 
called to attend two families, named Rhodes 
; and Hockley, both in thé same house. Rhodes 
{and his wife and Hockley’s wife and little 
| daughter were sick; the doctor pronounced the 
i case bilious fever. The next day in the same 
neighborhood a man uamed Cox sent forthe 
doctor ‘to attend himself, wife, and two 
daughters. .On the. teHowing Sunday 
morning Cox’s wife and one  datyghter 
died. Since that time no new cases have devel- 
oped, and those now sick are convalescing. On 
Monday Dr. Waybier was called in consulta: 
tion and they published a certificate that 
the rumors of yellow fever were false. 
Rhodes and Hockley are new-comers trom Ala- 
batia, and have net been near Ship Island or 
any other place where yellow fever exists. The 
parties taken sick were all employed in the 
canning factory. 

Drs. Holt and Salomon state that the attending 
physicians declare the disease bilious remit- 
tent fever. The bodies of the dead will not be 
exhumed, as the changes since interment would 
make this proceeding useless. 

Should further investigation disclose the worst 

{ there will be timely warning given to all persous 
living along the coast who might wish to leave 
betore any quarantine is imposed.

A WOMAN MURDERED. 
YouNGstowN, Ohio, Ang. 31.—Yesterday 
Mrs. R. A. Williamson, wife of a merehant at 
Niles, started to drive for her home twe miles from 


town. She was elone in a light spring wagon. An* 


hour later her dead body was found in the read. 
Her neck was broken and there was an ugly 
bruise over the eye. At first it was supposed 
she had fallen from the wagon. The horse 
went directly home. It was atterward noticed 
that the woman's hair was disarranged and 
that her clothing lay with suspicious 
smoothness. Prints of a man’s foot were 
discovered on a bundle of cloth that had 
been bought in town and lay broken 
open beside the body. Other indications pointed 
tomurder. Mrs. Williams, just before starting 
home, had $275, but had left it at the bank. 
Robbery was probably the motive for the crime, 
which was of a peculiarly daring sort, 
tor it was cominitted on an open 
road in daylight. To-day James Ryan and John 
Jansen, tramps, were arrested on suspicion of 
having committed the crime. Ryan failed to 
give a satisfactory account of himself. Both 
were held fora hearing.

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SUICIDE FROM INSANITY 


WHY YOUNG HARRY TODD 
KILLED HIMSELF. 
HME GREETED HIS PARENTS ON THEIR 
RETURN FROM EUROPE AND FIRED 
A PISTOL SHOT INTO HIS TEMPLE. 

Young Harry Porter Todd graduated from 

the University of New-York when he was 18 
years old—seven years ago—and two years later 
he went to Mexico to seek his fortune. His 
father, Paul Porter Todd, a wealthy real es- 
tate lawyer and broker at No. 145 Broad- 
way, who lives at No. 225 West Fifty-sec- 
-ond-street, gave him a little money to start with. 
The young man became Superintendent of a gold 
mine in Mexico, which position be held for about 
two years, and then, with the money he had ac- 
cumulated, he began to speculate in réal estate. 
He succeeded very well, but the rough life be- 
come monotonous, and a little over a year ago he 
yielded to his father’s often expressed wish and 
returned to New-York. He went to live with his 
parents, and his father took him in business as a 
partner with himself. Business prospered and 
Harry’s future lovked bright. His parents 
noticed, however, that from the time of his re- 
turn from Mexico their son was frequently afflict- 
ed with fits uf despondency and that his health 
was not at all good. He did not tell them, 
though, what was the matter, and to their knowl- 
ede he never sought medical aid. 

Three months ago Mr. and Mrs. Todd left home 
foratriy to Europe. In his father’s absence 
Harry had charge of his father’s business. His 
yeunges brother, Farnam, went to the Adiron- 
dacks on his Summer vacation. Harry lived in 
the family flat alone, taking his meals at a neizh- 
boring restaurant. He kept remarkably early 
hours in retiring, and during all the three months 
but one or two friends came tosee him. His 
parents were expected tu arrive on the Devonia 
on Menday evening. At about 6 o’clock on that 
evening Harry left the house, and did not return 
that aight. The Devonia did not get 7 to her 
dock until 12 hoursafter her time. At 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning Harry let himself in the front 

vor, and in the hall met Janitor Lynch, whom 
he askec if his parents had yet arrived. He did 
not seem to be nervoits or agitated in the least. 
The jauitor took him up in the elevatorto the 
Todd flat, on the fourth floor, and the young man 
went in and locked the hall door behind him. 

About twu hours later Mr. and Mrs. Tedd drove 
op and went immediately to their flat. They 
tried to open the door. It was_ bolted on the in- 
pide, and would not budge. Mr. Todd vainl 
tried hislateh key, and then Lynch, being called, 
climbed up the fire escape in the rear and gotinto 
the apartment through a window. He heard no 
sound of any human being, and it was not until 
he had opened the hall door and let in the Todds 
that Harry made his presence known, Then he 
called out from the bathroom that he was 
there, and made a pleasant greeting from behind 
the glass door. His father, hot in heavy, sea- 
going clothes, spoke to him, and then went to his 
own room, in the rear part of the flat, to change 
his attire. Mrs. Todd waited until Harry opened 
the bathroom door, and together they weut into 
Harry's room, where they had along talk. Mrs. 
Todd then started to godown stairs on an errand 
and left her son with the injunction to hurry in 
auc see his father. 

She had just gotten to the hall deor and had 
her hand on the knob when a report which shook 
the panes as a heavy explosivu would ave done 
sounded from Harry’s room, and with a fright 
ened cry the mother hurried back to the room 
zhe had just left. She opened the door, looked 
In, and shrieking, pitched forward senseless 
across the threshold. Mr. Todd, alarmed by the 
shot and his wife’s cry, ran along the hall to the 
ppen door, and was almost crazed by what he 
Baw. 

Stretched out at full length wpon_the bed lay 
Harry's body. A smoke-begrimed hole gaped in 
his right temple. Torrents of blood coursed 
downacross his face. A big smoking revolver, 
blood-stained too, had fallen te the floor, The 
young man was dead, The father rang furiously 

or help, and Manager Blinn came hurrying up, 
Dr. Sears a few doors below was called in, but 
he could only proneunce the young man dead. 
Dr. A. H. Goelet, of No. 2438 West Fifty-fourth- 
street, the faniily physician, was_ then summon- 
ed, and he worked almost all day in trying to 
calm the mother. The shock had almost killed 
her. 

At ahout 4 o’clock Coroner Eidman and his 
deputy, Dr. Scholer, arrived, and an examination 
made by the latter revealed the probable cause 
of suicide. Anincurable disease had fastened 
itself upon the young man. Merely a superficial 
examination was made, and, suicide being evi- 
det, cause of death was assigned to a pistol- 
shot wound, inflicted while the victim was tem- 
porarily insane. The doctor noticed that Harry’s 
throat was brvised asif some one bad caught 
him violeatly. Marks which were made by the 
fingers of a left hand were plain, and for a time 
suspicion of murder was eutertained. But the 
circumstances so plainly showed that murder 
could not have been committed that the Coroner 
dismissed the idea and granted a permit for the 
removal of the body. The marks are explained 
by the supposition that when he shot himself, 
in his first agony Harry clutched himself by the 
throat with his own hand. 

Beyond his affliction and the dread of his 

arents discovering his condition, there seems to 
no possible reason for the young man’s act. 
He always ha@ good habits, was popular, and, 
as far as is known, was in no bad financial straits. 
His father, who did not know of his disease, 
could give no reason at all. The old gentleman 
was distracted in his sorrow for his son's 
terrible death and in his anxiety about his 
wife’s condition, but he was sure that Harry 
had not got into any financial difficulty. 
He. could not at ali account for it ex- 
ecpt by saying that his son was insane, 
The weapon used was a big cowboy revolver, 
which Harry had used in Mexico and had since 
kept as a sort of curiosity. A bottie of laudanum 
was also found in the room, but there was nothing 
to shew that any of 1t had been taken recently. 
Harry toid his mother when she arrived that for 
two weeks he had been very sick—so sick that he 
could not go to his office in that time—and he 
probably used the drug to relieve him of pain 
and to put him to sleep at night. Harry was an 
athlete and a member of the Manhattan Athletic 
Club. His father has been in this city in business 
tor 16 years.

In ordinary seasons the 1,000 acres planted 
with the root at Graycourt and the 1,500 acres 

lanted on the Wallkilf yield acrop of about 

00,000 bushels. Owing to the destructive work 
of the insects the crop this season will fall short 
pf 200,000 bushels. 

The onions sent to market this season are un- 
usually tine, of large size, and fully ripeued, 
Formerly the growers vied with each other in 
supplying the early market at high prices, and 
frequently shipped the tubers in an unripe 
state. Of late Bermuda and Southern onions 
mouvopolize the early markets, and our growers 
have abandoned the early for the late Fall and 
Winter trade. They find that their product, 
fully matured, has superior keeping qualities 
aud brings a better late season price than the 
Southern article.

In this quarter at $1 75 to $2 per barre). Later 

uvtations are $1 50,with a declining market. 

‘nose who stored their crops last year for the 
Winter trade made a good thing by it on an ad- 
yance in prices, and many of the larger growers 
will adopt a like policy this season.

THE GIFT OF SUMMER RESIDENTS TO 
THE CITY OF NEWPORT. 


Newport, R. 1, Aug. 31.—While many 
of the cottagers to-day were enjoying themselves 
with various diversions, not a few drove over to 
the East Cliffs, where the Berkeley Memorial 
Chapel was consecrated by Bishop Clark, who | 
hastened his return from Europe in order to be 
present.

The chapel is technically known asa mission- 
ary chapel, aud has no vestry or other church 
organizations, It will be in charge of the Rev. H.

building and through whose influence it has | 
chiefly been built. The cornerstone of the chapel 
was laid a yearago this Summer, and the ex- ;

On the southwest corner, | 
near the porch of the main entrance, the corner- 
stone bears the inscription: * Berkeley Memori- 
al, A. D. 1885."

In 
the front is a large window in 
wemory of Mrs. Mary Devlin Booth, the de- 
ceased wife of Mr. Booth, the actor, erected by 
her daughter, Miss Edwina Booth, now Mrs. 
Grossman. On each side are four windows. 
Beyxinning at the west eud the windows on the 
left in order are memorials, as follows: To Car- 
oline M. A. Phinney; to Edward King; to Archi- 
bald Gracie Lawrence, son of William Beach 
Lawrence, the eminent jurist and international 
lawyer, who was accidentally shot while gun- 
ning near Purgatory, where a simple anite 
stone inseribed with the initials *‘A. bee 
marks the spot; and to August Whiting, of 
New-York. On the right there are memorial 
windows to Caroline Deidamia Phinney, Julia 
Lawrence Redimund, Caroline Howard Clark, 
and Elizabeth Stuyvesant King, of New-York. 

A marble font and golden ewer, standing oppo- 
site the main entrance, are the gift of Mrs. Walter 
H. Lawrence, also of New-York, in memory of 
her three children. On the wall facing the door 
is a memorial tablet to Lieut, Edward Harris 
Totten, United States Army, who was killed at 
West Point in 1878, after saving two ladies from 
death by arailroad train. The tablet is of mot- 
tled marble, holding a bronze shield, to which 
are attached the sword and shield of an army 
officer. The inscription on the tablet is as fol- 
lows: “To the memory of Edward Harris Totten, 
First Lieutenant, U. 8. Artillery; born Washing: 
ton, D. C., June 24, 1845; died, West Point, June 
12, 1878,in a successful endeavor to save the 
lives of others.” 

A handsome pipe organ has been presented by 
Harold Brown, son of the late John Carter 
Brown, of Rhode Island, but itis not yet in po- 
sition. The bell on the tower is given by Leroy 
King, of New-York, in memory of his brother, 
Alexander Mercer King. The memorial win- 
dows, with the exception of that to the memory 
of Mrs. Booth, were designed by Martland Arm- 
strong, and made by Louis CU. Tilfany, of 
New-York. They are very bandsome ip 
design and coloring. <A brass lectern 
of handsome design and workmanship 
is the gift of Miss Mary Leroy King, 
in memory ,of her father, Edward King, one of 
New-York's merchant princes, and a finely bound 
Bible is given in memory of Mary Payne. The 
chancel, altar, altar steps, and sedalia of marble 
are the gifts of Mrs. Edward King. The altaris 
a handsome structure, bearing the inscription 
* Gloria in Excelsis Deo.” The floor about the 
altar is laid in mosaic in marble, and a similar 
floor will be laid over the entire chancel. The 
chancel rail is of oak on brass supports. On the 
south side of the chancelisa triple window, a 
memorial to Susan Carlile. The three rnemorial 
windows will be put in over the altar. 





NOT A GOOD 


HUSBAND SQUANDERS HIS WIFE’S 
FORTUNE AND BEATS HER. 


Troy, N. Y., Aug. 31.—The arrest of Emil 
Seitz, formerly proprietor of the Sunlight Knit- 
ting Mills, of this city, on the charge of assault- 
ing his wife, has revealed some peculiar busi- 
ness methods on the part of Seitz. Mrs. Seitz 
inherited $50,000 upon the death of her father, 
some years ago. She furnished her husband 
money to establish and carry on the knitting 
mills. Seitz never made the business profitable. 

The business changed hands, or was carried on 
in the name of other parties. Mrs. Seitz fur- 
nished the capital, as before. After nearly all her 
inheritance had been sunk she concluded to save 


the remnant. Yesterday she advertised that her 
husbanu had been forbidden to do any business 
in her name or to contract any liabilities charge- 
able to her. When Seitz saw the advertisement 
he violently assaulted his wife. Some hours 
afterward he repeated the assault. A warrant 
was obtained, and he was taken into custody. 

After his arrest it was learned that the police 
have had for some time a warrant for his arrest 
on the charge of forgery. The statements wade 
in regard to this warrant are that Seitz was 
always in straitened circumstances. Among his 
customers were Porter Brothers & Co., of New- 
York City. About July 8 Seitz wanted to raise 
some money, and, it is claimed, forged the name 
of F. A. Harrington, Freight Agent of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany, to shipping receipts for goods valned at 
about $600, and purporting to have been shipped 
to the firm of Porter Brothers & Co. The forged 
shipping receipts were sent to the firm in New- 
York as vouchers and the firm sent hima check 
or draft for $475 on account. The goods not ar- 
riving in due time, the New-York house insti- 
tuted an investigation. Mr. Harrington pro- 
nounced his name ou the receipts a forgery, and 
Elmer G, Doolittle, of the New-York firm, came 
to this city aud swore out the warrant for Seitz’s 
arrest. The warraut was served on him, but he 
begged for a stay of prosecution sothet he might 
settle the matter, He was given time, and his 
wife raised the $475. and settled with the New- 
York firm,

The congress protests against the employ- 
ment of Pinkerton detectives or any other de- 
tectives to investigate labor difficulties, and the 
Lezislative Committee will endeavor tou have a 
law passed in the Legislature this Winter sim. 
ilar to the Ohio law, which forbids the importa- 
tion of officers from outside the State to 
ployed in connection with the settlement of la- 
bor difficulties. The congress expressed its ab- 
horrence of the State militia and its disapproval 
of the spending of so wuch money yearly for its 
support, advocating the use of a like sum in edu- 
cating the children of the State. 

The company storesin the mining district of 
Morris County were devounced as a relic of the 
old “truck” system. The congress desire to 
have a law passed which will make it a criminal 
offense for an employer to discharge or refuse to 
employ a man because he is a wember of a labor 
organization. They denouncé national banks. 
protest against the fraudulent silver dollar, an 
desire that the laws against bribery be made 
more stringent. For the first time in the history 
of the organization the Grangers of the State sat 
in the congress. To clinch the union, a Granger 
from Bouthern New-Jersey was elected Vice- 
President for the coming year.

And here comes Cyrus Field again just as 
amusing as ever. 

The unfeeling conduct of the Massachusetts 
Legislature in refusing to give him damages for 
wounds inflicted upon his reputation and his 
pocketbook has blossomed into a perennial sor- 
row; and, after his everlasting fashion, Cyrus 
insists on carrying continually his grievance all 
bulletined on his coat sleeve. When Cyrus’s 
brother Directors of the New-York and New- 
England Railroad called Cyrus a wrecker and 
were able to quote his own words to prove the 


epithet true; when Boston speculators refused to 
hobnob with him, fearing his tricks; when the 
Governor of Massachusetts cruelly treated him as 
disreputable, and declared that the Commuon- 
wealth could better afford to sacrifice money 
than deal with such a person; when,.then, an 
army of lawyers, “ practical” politics, and 
boodle couldn't coax the Bay State Legislature 
to sooth his smashed-up feelings and demoralized 
reputation with a vindicating pauacea; when 
neither cash nor compliments nor coercion could 
bring a whitewashing decision—when all these 
bitter things had come to pass, and Cyrus had 
rushed across the ocean @ couple of times in a 
vain seeking after suushine, then did Cyrus’s 
unique genius once more assert itself. 

He summoned his lawyers; they wept and 
they listened. He had come to the conclusion, 
had Cyrus, so he said, that he would not live 
long enough to get a vindication. The lawyers 
seemed politely agreed on that point too. ‘‘ But,” 
quoth Cyrus, “ when I die this world isn’t going 
to quit swinging round.” Again the lawyers 
assented, one being bold enough to ejaculate 
through his tears: ‘‘ Not by a darned sight!’ 
Whereat there was irritation in the mien of Cy- 
rus, calmed only by the quick assurances of all 
the legal company that “ Bayes gh ans ee 
probably—of course !" the old sphere would stop 
its swinging round when Cyrus ve up the 
ghost, “ if,” as one of the coterie feelingly put it, 
“if its a world with any sense at all,” 

But evidently Cyrus was short of faith in this 
globe’s tender sensibilities, and forthwith he un- 
folded a new scheme to his admiring and sym- 
pathetic listeners. 

The scheme was this: Cyrus had decided npon 
a new codicil) to his will to be drawn under the 
laws of Massachusetts, setting aside $300,000 
and directing his Executors to use it to carry on 
his fight for a whitewashed reputation after he 
shall die. 

And this codicil has really been drawn. 

The lawyers are not so sad as they were; the 
prospect for further fat retainers from Cyrus dead 
or alive has a wonderful soothing effect on their 
lachrymosity. Three bundred thousand dollars! 
For such a sum in the course of a generation or 
two Cyrus's Executors—so the lawyers believe— 
ought to be able to embellish his memory in a 
fashiou ornate and shiny to the last degree. “ In 
a generation or two’—then most of the folks who 
know Cyrus real well, the folks who can tell the 
truth about him, will be dead. It is genius that 
appeals to the future on a hard cash basis in this 
way that Sir Cyrus W. Field adopts. 

Does $300,000 seem a | sum to pay ror 
whitewash? Why, the otherday Cyrus Field had 
around up” of bis lawyers and they got a 
tifty-eight-thousand-dollar check from him. One 
of these was Mr. Parker Chandler, of Boston. 
Mr. Chandler is a good lawyer, but he is only one 
of the army who have been fighting for Mr. Field 
up in perverse and unfeeling Massachusette— 
fighting without winning; and $300,000 is per- 
haps a small estimate of what Cyrus has already 
— trying to bolster up his reputation all in 
vain,

KILLED WITH A SHOE HEPL, 
4 WHITE WOMAN MURDERED BY A 
COLORED PARAMOUR. 


A message was sent to the Twentieth Pre- 
cinct Station House on Saturday morning by 
Jacob Sayles, a negro bully and fiddler, of No. 
247 West Thirty-second-street, that his wife, 
Hannah, died suddenly at 6 o’clock. He desired 
to know if it would be necessary to send fora 
Coroner, The Sergeant on duty asked if the 
Woman had been attended bya physician, and 
the messenger said that she had been under the 
care of “ Dr.” Lively, a colored practitioner, and 


Dr. Joseph J. Voll, of the Western Dispensary, at 
No. 65 West Forty-seventh-street. He waa told 
that a certificate frome one of them would be 
sufficient, and at his request the Sergeant, sup- 
posing that he had to deal with iguorant colored 
people, wrote on a piece of paper that all that it 
would be necessary to bave would be a phy- 
sician’s certificate. Sayles took this to Dr. Voll, 
who, supposing that there was nothing esus- 
Ee about the case, gave a certificate that 

eath was due to cerebral hemorrhage, con- 
tayious taint, and intemperance. 

Early yesterday morning Kate Walsh, Annie 
penne and Annie Pyatt, white women, and 
Samuel Walton, a negro, went to the station 
house to complain that the body of ** Mrs. Sayles” 
had not been buried and that decomposition bad 
setin. They added that Sayles had treated the 
woman, who wus white, very brutally; that she 
was covered with bruises, and that an investiga- 
tion of the circumstances of her dcath should be 
made. Detective Carmick made inquiries, and 
learned enough to wairant himin taking Sayles 
to the station house for detention and the wom- 
an Murphy and Frank Sayles, the 7-year-old son 
of Jacob, as witnesses. The stories of those 
who know Sayles and Hannah, who 
was once called Rorke, showed that 
she paid dearly for her depravity. She 
lived with Sayles at various places until three 
mouths ago, when they took part of the house 
in which she died. They quarreled frequently, 
and three weeks ago he thrashed her unmerci- 
fully, thrust her through a window sash, nearly 
throwing her into the yard, and cut a gash on 
the right side of her head with the heel of a 
heavy shoe, which he took off after be had 
broken a stick over her back. A colored woman 
7 7 house implored him to desist, and he re- 
plied: 

“T mean murder. Before I get through with 
her I’li put her in her coffin.” 

Hannah’s wound was sewed up by “ Dr.” 
Lively, and up to the time of her death she com- 
plained of paininher head. At 4 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning Hannah complained of eae 
in her chest and a woman went for a bottle of 
soda water. Two hours later she was dead. 
Sayles when arrested taid: “There’s nothing in 
it. She was sick and died; that’s all.”

Frequent complaints 
have been made to Archbishop Corrigan, and 
now that Father Stumpe proposes visiting Eu- 
rope for his health, the report has been in circu- 
lation that he has been suspended by the Arch- 
bishop. 

Opposite Father Stumpe’s house isa building 
used by Joseph Schaub for a salc.n. Mr. Schaub 
was not at home yesterday, but Mrs. Schaub 
was, Stife eaves that St. Joseph’s Benevolent &o- 
ciety, belonging to St. Mary’s Church, has been 
the cause of much trouble. Father Stumpe 
warned every one from going toa picnie which 
the society had projected, and when it took 
place he refused to all who went the privileges 
of the church. The Trish members of Father 
Stumpe’s parish all apeak well of him, as do also 
the Protestants in the neighborhood. Both say 
that he has only tried to put a check upon beer 
drinking and evening picnics. 

Father Stumpe says that much of the trouble 
has sprung from the S8t. Joseph’s Beneficial So- 
ciety, anorder having some30 members. Father 
oe told his parish that they must not attend 
moonlight picnics given by this society or any 
other without the permission of the Archbishop. 
Some members of the parish disregarded the 
warning, but none have been sent from the 
church, and none have been kept from the sacra- 
ments. Thechurch has an income of not over 
$5.000 a year, as the books show. Out of this 
Father Stumpe supports 11 teachers, 5 Christian 
Brothers. 6 or more Sisters of Christian Charity, 
and some 10 assistants for thelatter. The margin 
left, with which it is claimed Father Stumpe is 
lining his pocket, is not large, so he says. Were 
moonlight — allowed the church might 
raise from them some $3,000 yearly. It is for the 
good of the parish that they have been shut 
down upon. Some five priests, Father ae 
says, have been driven from St. Mary’s, and the 
father’s only reason for going is his poor health. 
He expects to go either to London or Vienna for 
surgical treatment, but he does so voluntarily. 
The Archbishop has not suspended him. He will 
not, however, return to his parish should his 
health improve.

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AFFAIRS OF THB 


DISSATISFIED WITH THE POOL. 
INDICATIONS THAT THE PENNSYLVANIA 
CONTEMPLATES WAR. 


The trunk line pool is not altogether a 
happy family. The Pennsylvania is the com- 
plainant, and the cause for the complaint is less 
the aggressive action of the Baltimore and Ohio 
in cutting in on the New-York business than the 
charges that it has to make of bad faith on the 
part of the affiliated members of its own organi- 
zation of underhand cutting on traffic out of Chi- 
cago, and the diversion of traftic by way of St. 
Louis and Peoria, although the Central Tratho 


Association has already arranged for pools at 
both those points, and Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
and Columbus as well. 

“So you are going in to break up the pool ?” 
was the remark with whicha Pennsylvania Rail- 
road man was iuterrupted while at his luach 
yesterday. 

He seemed at firattaken by surprise, but re- 
plied: “Mr. Roberts is undoubtedly tired of 
pools that do not pool. He seems to have less 
and less use for them, and he does not propose 
to have the company pay $2,000 a day to keep 
up an agreement when every one else proves 
false to it.” 

* Then there is little hope of avoiding an open 
fight when the Baltimore and Ohio beyius to 
compete for all classes of New-York business ?” 

“I confess that I can not see any. The Balti- 
more and Ohio has gone so far that it cannot 
stop, and it will compete with us at every point. 
If the fight is to come, we are in a better posi- 
tion than before—perhaps better than at any pre- 
vious time, for our Western lines are going to 
take care of themselves this year, and we shall 
not have to worry about any deficit in the fixed 
charges of the Pennsylvania Company. More 
than that, the Schuyikill Valley Division may 
prove a very potent factor in the ait- 
uation, for it has already given us a great deal of 
business other than coal. The passenger busi- 
ness that it has driven on to the maiu line and 
the seashore roads is important. An excursion 
of 1,400 passengers from Reading to Atlantic 
City is taken at low rates, but it is the nimble 
sixpence which outstrips the slow shilling.” 

There was other talk which did not obscure the 
fact that the eonene reais is preparing fora 
war, which may break out atany moment. The 
Baltimore and Ohio has now a Clear track from 
this city to the West; the contracts are signed 
and freight can now be handled without diffi- 
culty Emigrants are sought for. Tickets for 
their use can be had at any Baltimore office in 
the city, and whatever time may be lost in the 
roundabout travel through Pennsylvania can 
be made up by attaching the cars to the 
fast trains when they reach Baltimore. Ex- 
press business can be handled with ease, for 
the distance can be covered during the night. 
Within two months its tracks will be laid through 
the city of Philadelphia, and within three months 
the Baltimore and Ohio can claim its share of 
the Philadelphia business, just as the Pennsyl- 
vania has been given its share in Baltimore. 
There the two companies divide without trouble. 
As s00n as the Baltimore and Ohio opens its of- 
fices for the receipt of freight in this city, it must 
be entitled to its share in the trunk line pool, 
and Commissioner Fink may expect atany time 
to be notified that it is again ready to undertake 
whatever business may be offered. 
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WILL RUN A LAKE ROUTE. 

CnricaGo, Aug. 31.—A real estate broker, 
acting for the Delaware and Lackawanna Rail- 
road Company, has been for several days looking 
along the water front for dockage facilities. It 
is understood that he has entered into negotia- 
tions with the Illinois Central Railroad Company, 
which controls some very desirable water front- 


age at the mouth of the river. The Lacka- 
wanna people have been figuring on a water 
connection with Chicago for several years, 
and this year, more than ever before, 
the necessity for such a connection has made it- 
self apparent. This season the movement of 
package freight by lake has grown to such won- 

erful proportions that the lines of steamers 
running between Chicago and Buffalo in econnec- 
tion with the Pennsylvania, New-York Central, 
Erie, and Lehigh Valley Roads have been almost 
entirely devoted to that class of traffic. The re- 
sult is that the Lackawanna, which has no water 
connection with Chicago, has been unable to 
compete with its rivals, except as regards Lake 
Superior traffic. 

Early in the Spring the company entered into 
@ contract with Capt. Ward, of Detroit, to run a 
line of steamers in connection with the Lacka- 
wanna, between Buffalo and Duluth. The ex- 
periment has proved even more successful than 
was anticipated, and the business is steadily in- 
creasing. The line being fairly established, the 
Lackawanna managers are vow turning their at- 
tention to a water connection with Chicago, and 
it is reported that at least six first-class steamers 
will be placed on the route as soon as they can 
complete their arrangements. 
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RAILROAD EARNINGS. 
Railroad earnings were reported in Wall- 
street yesterday for the third week of August as 
follows: Wisconsin Central, $24,457, an increase 
of $461 as compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year; Cairo and Chicago, $16,220, 


an increase of $5,337; Marquette, Houghton 
and Ontonagon, $34,272, an increase of $8,666. 

The July statement of the St. Joseph and 
Grand [sland Railroad was given out yesterday. 
Grogs earnings aggregated $80,672, an increase 
of $9,013; operating expenses fell off $2,975, to 
$59,345, leaving net earnings of $21,327, an in- 
crease for the month over July, 1885, of $11,988. 
For the seven months from Jan. 1 gross earn- 
ings were $627,657, an increase of $58,478; 
operating expenses were $356,583, a decrease of 
$102,757, and net earnings were $271,074, an 
increase of $161,235. 

People interested in the Chicago and North- 
western Road claim that the statement for 
August is going to show an increase in gross 
earnings of $300,000.

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SUUTH OAROLINA'S TRADE. 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM ALL OVER 
THE 8TATE. . 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., Aug. 31.—The News 


and Courier will publish to-morrow an elahorate | 
review of the trade and commerce of Charleston | 


for the year ending to-day. It shows that in 
spite of the depression of commercial affairs in 
every part of the country, and nutwithstanding 
the lower prices of produce, the gross trade of 
Charleston is less than $1,000,000 below the 
grand total of the preceding year. Receipts of 
cotton for 1885-6 were 505,168 bales, against 
512,039 bales in the previous year, and receipts 
of rice 70,017 barrels. In naval stores there 
was a very considerable increase, the receipts of 
turpentine being 62,854 barrels, against 44,099 
barrels last year, and the receipts of resin being 
273,309 barrels, against 218,979 barrels the 
previous year. 


During the year 449,603 tons of phosphate | 


rock were mined in the vicinity of Charleston 


and Beaufort and 130,000 tons of commercial 
fertilizers were manufactured. There is a hand- 


avainst $194,690 in 1884-5. The truck farmers 
had by no means a prosperous year, and the 
value of their shipments was only $875,000, 
There was, how- 
a flattering increase in the produce of 
manufacturing establishments, 
amounts to $6,761,000 in 1885-6, 
$6,491,400 last year.

The wholesale trade is in excellent condition.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 


EMIGRATION FROM ITALY. 
CONSUL-GENERAL ALDEN  FURNISHES 


SOME VALUABLE INFORMATION. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—An exhaustive report 
from Consul-General Alden at Rome upon the emi- 
gration of Italians, made in compliance with depart- 
mental instructions, has been received by the Secre- 
tary of State. The majority of emigrants are drawn 
from the rural districts, being farm laborers, shep- 
herds, and peasants. They rarely carry more than 
from $10 to $30 each over and above their passage, 
and in many instances it has been found that this 
amount, including passage money, has been raised 
by loans at the rate of 50 to 75 percent. interest, to be 


repaid from prospective earnings in America, “I 
am satisfied,” Mr. Alden writes, “that there ts no 
emigration to the United States of the chronic 
pan pers or insane persons, either from this district 
or other portions of the kingdom, and also no assisted 
emigration.” The Italian Government does nothing 
to prohibit or restrict emigration, Its attitude is 
simply thatof watchfulness to prevent the swind- 
ling or deceiving of ignorant persons. The large 
number of Italians who have found what is for 
them lucrative employment in the United 
States has in the past few years greatly in- 
fluenced the direction of emigration from Italy. 
Emigrants from the northern and central portions of 
Italy, both men and women, are sober and industri- 
ous, and as a rule trustworthy and moral. They are 
generally strong, ee fos workers, and capable 
of enduring great fatigue. A less favorable view 
can be taken of the emigrants from the southern dis- 
tricts and Sicily. These are the most illiterate parts 
of Italy, andin these districts brigandage was for 
many years prevalent. The men are freqnently hot 
tempered, and quarrels often end in bloudshed. They 
are, however, seldom addicted to drunkenness, and 
the women are regarded as chaste. Contrary to the 
prevalent opinion that the southern Italian laboring 
classes are lazy, they are like the rest of the Ital- 
ians—a hard working and industrious people, and en- 
dure hardship and adversity with great patience, 


THE NEW CRUISER, BOSTON. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Commander Schoon- 
maker, commanding the Boston, reports to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation respecting the 
run of the vessel from Chester to New-York as fol- 
lows: “ Weleft Chester, Penn., at 12:45 P. M., the 
28th, accompanied by the tug Nina. Running down 
Delaware River and Bay a speed of 11% knots was 
made with from 46 to 49 revolutions, steaming with 
the four after boilers; pressure about 75 pounds. At 
7:20 P. M. anchored at the Breakwater to await the 
Nina, not thinking it prudent to go to sea at night 
without having the deviations of the compasses 
upon northerly courses, which could not be 
taken on the passage. At 6:09 A. M., the 29th, 
steamed for New-York accompanied by the Nina. 
Started fires under the four forward boilers during 
the forenoon, and averaged during the passage to 
Barnegat 445 knota; thence to Sandy Hook, 12.6 
knots, maximum of revolutions, 66; maximum 
pressure, 85 pounds. Speed was determined by dis- 
tances between landmarks, allowing for the esti- 
mated strength of current, no logs having been 
furnished.” Yhile this passage was in no sense a 
trial trip, and while the vessel’s reported perform. 
ances are not extraordinary, yet under the circum- 
stances the report, as far as it goes, is regarded at 


the ad Department as a favurable showing for 
the vessel.

The resignation of Mr. Henry R. Jack- 
son, Minister to Mexico, was sent in before 
the recent differences arose with the Gov- 
ernment of that country, and was to take 
effect as soon as his successor could be se- 
lected. This has finally been done, and Mr. 
THOMAS COURTLAND MANNING, of Louisiana, 
has been appointed. Our Washington dis- 
patches report that Mr. MANNING enjoys a 
reputation for fine legal ability at home. 
It would have been well, under existing 
circumstances, if aman of diplomatic ex- 
perience in the Spanish-speaking countries 
could have been obtained, but the bad rule 
of political selections for this class of posi- 
tions, which was strictly observed under 
Republican Administrations for a quarter of 
a century'and is still followed, renders this 
impracticable. 


We shall be very much gratified if Mr. 
BEDGWICK is able toshow that the stories 
of his misbehavior in the city of Mexico 
have been exaggerated. Such slight indis- 
sretions as are imputed to him by some of 
the more favorable dispatches would be 
readily overlooked by his friends, and no 
notice would be taken of them by the State 
Department. We find strong ground for 
the hope that this, at the worst, will prove 
to have been the extent of his of- 
fending in the high opinion enter- 
tained of him by his many intimate friends 
in this city. One of them, a gentleman who 
knows Mr. SEDGWICK intimately, writes us 
that “heisaman of the keenest sense of 
‘honor, and incapable of a mean or dishon- 
prable action.” Mr. SEDGWICK’S position as 
an agent of the United States charged with 
pn important and delicate mission has 
made his conduct a matter of interest to his 
countrymen and a perfectly legitimate sub- 
ject of comment in the newspapers. The 
disproof of the more serious reports concern- 
ing his behavior will be received with satis- 
faction by every American citizen, 


The report of the American Consul-Gen- 
eral at Rome touching the emigration from 
Italy to this country confirms the infer- 
ences of those who have had an opportunity 
to study the character of Italian immi- 
grants. Those from the north and centre 
of Italy are in many respects a desirable 
addition to our population, industrious, 
frugal, and well behaved. Those from the 
south and from Sicily are hard work- 
ing, but allow their angry passions to rise 
with unpleasant frequency and facility. 
They have other faults, however, that make 
them hard to deal with in any considerable 
numbers, one of which is obliquity of men- 
tal vision in the matter of contracts and 
en extravagant estimate of the fitness 
of the stiletto to settle purely com- 
mercial accounts. Assisted emigra- 
tion, the Consul-General thinks, does 
not occur from Italy, many of the emi- 
grants, on the contrary, paying a6 high as 
75 per cent. on the $10 and passage money 
which they borrow to enable them to change 
their country, and, as they hope, to make 


The earthquake yesterday, while happily 
of very slight destructive force, was very 
remarkable for the areca throughout which 
ft was felt and for the rapidity of its 
progress. If it be true that the shock was 
felt on the Pacific slope, and if it was due to 
the same wave which was perceived 
along the Atlantic coast from Long 
Island to Georgia and inland to St. Louis, 
the velocity of the earthquake is without 
precedent. ‘It is highly improbable, from all 
wé know of earthquakes, that this was the 
case. But even if it was limited to the ter- 
ritory between the Atlantic and the 
Mississippi the earthquake was one of 
the most extensive and one of the 
most swiftly moving on record. If 
the pulsations had been as violent as those 
which shook Ischia or those which a few 
years ago so changed the natural features 
of the Indian Archipelago, what was pér- 
ceptible only as acomparatively mild shock 
would have been far more frightfully dis- 
astrous even than the memorable Lisbon 
earthquake of 1755. 


Should the project of binding together 
Turkey, Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria, and 
Roumelia in a defensive league against 
Russian aggression ever be consummated. 
this alliance would have no little military 
strength. It would command an aggregate 
population, taking in only the European 
part of Turkey, of more than fifteen mill- 
igus, and there would practically be the 
Asiatic resources of Turkey in men and 
material in addition. They could easily 
put into the field an aggregate of more than 
half a million troops, exclusive of reserves, 
and they would have great advantages of 
position and intercommunication. Such an 
alliance, nevertheless, so contrary to tradi- 
tions and apparently so incongruous, would 
apparently only be possible as the resort 
of alarm at Muscovite advances and threat- 
enings; and it would be a powerful wit- 
ness to the growth of a jealous spirit of 
nationality and of political independence 
in the Balkan States. 


WHAT THE BANKS MAY DO. 

Among the addresses at the Bankers’ Con- 
yention recently held in Boston one of the 
most instructive and valuable was that of 
Mr. GrorGE S&S. Cor, President of the Amer- 
ican Exchange National Bank of New-York. : 
Its subject was “The Real Service that 
Banks Render to Commerce, and How They 
Do It.” The address has been printed in 
pamphlet form, and we wish that every 
man who, in a bank, in the Legislature, or 
in Congress, has to do with finance and its 

laws, might study it with care. The pur- 
pose of the address was to show in what 
way the business of the banks is de- 
pendent upon a sound currency, and in 
what way and to what extent legal 
tender paper and debased silver coinage 
threaten to interfere with the healthy and 
safe action of the banks, and to impose 

serious loss upon the mercantile communi- 
ty. Mr. CoE treats this question at once 
with the acute and practical intelligence 
of an experienced and trained business man, 
and with the breadth and grasp of a patient 
and studious observer and a philosophic 
thinker. Thoroughly informed by the ex- 
perience of a large and successful banking 
business as to all the details of its every- 
day transactions, what may be called the 
surface of its operations, he has also the 
knowledge that comes of a painstaking 
analysis of the principles governing the 
business, the causes of the varying condi- 
tions it presents, and the “‘ real service” in 
the performance of which these transactions 
arise. 

The function of the banks, in Mr. Cor’s 
opinion, is that defined nearly forty years 
ago in England by that most penetrating 
thinker, Mr. HERBERT SPENCER, to “ facili- 
tateexchanges.” In this function they make 
currency as well as use it, and that which 
they make is about in the ratio of ten to one 
to that which they use. Their own currency, 
wholly apart from their circulating notes, 
consists in the checks drawn: by their cus- 
tomers or depositors, and its value and utili- 
ty arise from the fact that at every point in 
its career it has behind it the actual prop- 
erty with which it may be redeemed and in 
which, in fact, it is constantly redeemed. 
Thus Mr. CoE points out that the staples 
which form the great body of our indus- 
trial exchanges “‘ are in effect placed in the 
custody of banks, which give capital and 
credit to their money’s worth, and permit 
that value to be drawn out by checks of their 
depositors in amounts as their convenience 
-demands. These checks are essentially cur- 
rency, because their money value in prop- 
erty has by them been made current in com- 
merce. The same property, moving on to its 
next destination, may be there again divided 
and subdivided and sold or started further 
onward with like results; and as it goes 
forward from bank te bank and from place 
to place and is drawn upon, it creates new 
currency, at the same time, by its proceeds at 
every subsequent station, discharging that which 
ii had created before, until the port of foreign 
export has been reached, when it finally be- 
comes the subject of a foreign check or 
draft at the equivalent in the world’s 
money, and thus discharges all the currency 
it left behind it. In all this progress thére 
is no legitimate room for dislocation or 
change of measure, but te be natural and 
free all must be uniform throughout.” 

Plainly, this currency is the real medium 
of exchange by which commerce is made 
possible, and commerce is active, varied, 
safe, and sound just in proportion as the 
essential conditions of this currency are ob- 
served. The checks or orders of which it is 
made up “ have no other vitality than that 
inherent in the particular property which 
originates them and which, to give them 
validity, must pass concurrently with every 
one of them from hand to hand,” and that 
this shall be the case itis the duty of the 
banks to see. ‘“‘ Those banks are safe whose 
assets consist of liens upon such property as 
is readily convertible into money. They 
are more safe when they possess similar 
property of their own to reinforce that 
which they hold upon deposit for others, and 
‘still more-so-when an adequate ratio of cash

is habitually maintained to meet all possi- 
ble exigencies of the situation.” If this 
principle were strictly observed there would 
be thé least possible danger of excess or va- 
riation in currency in a form likely to make 
disturbance in the commerce of the coun- 
try. But the commerce of the country is 
not confined to onrown borders. It extends 
to other lands where our products are sent 
and whence other products are brought. In 
this wider exchange there is ne substantial 
difference from that restricted to ourselves. 
But here arises the need of a medium in 
which international balances can be paid, 
and this medium must be of the same value 
the world over. Thatis te say, it must be 
gold, which, from causes over which law- 
makers have no more control than over the 
precession of the equinoxes, is of the same 
value in every commercial land. 

It is at the seaboard, where foreign com- 
merce is carried on, that the banks encounter 
in its most urgent form this need of a 
world’s currency. And it is here that wise 
and prudent bankers stand most firmly for 
the principle that the currency issued or 
recognized by the National Government 
should be gold or convertible at pleasure 
into gold. Mr. Cor explains with great 
clearness the train of commercial trans- 
actions that leads up to foreign commerce 
and the absolute necessity, if our commerce 
is to be safe and honest and lastingly so, 
that our currency should be of this kind. 
If all bankers of the country could under- 
stand clearly the truths which Mr. Cok en- 
forces with simplicity and directly, there 
would be no doubt of the result, for their 
legitimate, honorable, and patriotic influ- 
ence in such a matter would be irresistible. 
While they would represent their own inter- 
ests they would represent also the vastly 
greater interests of which they are only the 
guardians. Itis largely to this source that 
the country, must look for safety. 


NOT A PARALLEL CASE. 

The merits of the motion made yesterday 
by the counsel of FLYNN and SQUIRE are 
perhaps not legitimate subjects of discus- 
sion in the newspapers. An interlocutory 
motion is distinguished in this respect, how- 
ever, from a trial: A petit jury are supposed 
to enter the box with their minds free from 
all prepossession by previous knowledge of 
the case, and in a case which attracts public 
attention itis customary for the Judge to 
“varn them not to read the newspapers 
during their service. This is really a 
much more sensible method of preserving 
the purity ofa juror’s intellect than that 
which requires the newspapers to refrain 
from all comment upon a case upon which 
all their readers may be commenting daily 
until the case is concluded, lest a stray copy 
of a newspaper containing comments on the 
case, peradventure wrapped about a juror’s 
luncheon, should meet the juror’s eye and 
poison his mind. Gen. Tracy, of counsel 
for the defendants, is bound by his retainer 
to oppose the public journals and the public 
opinion which they represent, and he is ap- 
parently in favor of increasing the old re- 
striction instead of relaxing it in any degree. 
He thinks it a shame, not merely that the 
newspapers should comment upon a trial 
whileit is in progress, but that they should. 
make any remarks upon the actions of pub- 
lic officers when there is a chance that these 
actions may involve the public officers in 
criminal proceedings. If this view should 
be adopted by the courts official malefactors 
would have: occasion to rejoice, seeing that 
in the most notorious cases of official mal- 
feasance in the history of this city, at least, 
there is no reason to suppose that the male- 
factors would ever have been tried or even 
indicted but for the persistent and, to the 
malefactors and their legal advisers, the 
most objectionable clamor of the public 
press. 

A Judge, at any rate, is in a different posi- 
tion from the jury. He is permitted to take 
judicial notice of matters of common noto- 
riety, even when there is nothing about 
them in the affidavits; and he is supposed 
to be able to read the newspapers without 
having his judicial balance upset by their 
editorial remarks. It would not, therefore. 
be improper, except for its possible effects 
upon the future juror, to comment upon the 
application to have the trial of FLYNN and 
SQUIRE transferred from one court to an- 
other around the corner upon the ground 
that the first court is subject to the 
influence of the press and of public 
opinion. The application seems singular 
until itis noted that the first court, which 

is so subject to local influences, can try the 
case promptly, while in the court which is 
assumed to be superior to these influences, 
though equally exposed to them, the case 
cannot be reached for some months to come. 
The natural indignation of an innocent man 
at an unjust charge, and his desire to be 
cleared of it at the earliest possible moment, 
are waived in deference to the opinion that 
the defendants can be most fairly tried 
where least is known about them. 

Whatever may be the merits or the fate of 
this application 1t is hardly fair to Mayor 
Low that it should be supported. by such a 
comparison as Gen. TRACY made of him to 
Mr. FLYNN as the mortgagee of a public 
office. Gen. TRacy avowed that he had ad- 
vised Mayor Low to stipulate, upon making 
appointments to certain municipal offices in 
Brooklyn, that if the persons appointed did 
not manage their offices to the satisfaction 
of the Mayor their resignations should be 
put at his disposal, This arrangement Gen. 
Tracy likens to SquirRE’s mortgage of his 
office to FLYNN. The fact that Mayor Low 
demanded this pledge in order to protect the 
taxpayers of Brooklyn while there isa vio- 
lent presumption that FLYNN demanded 
SQuiRE’s pledge in order to extract large 
sums of money from the taxpayers of New- 
York makes a considerable moral difference, 
but of course no legal difference. Concern- 
ing such trifles as the goodness or badness 
of men’s motives the law takes no heed. 
Nevertheless there is a difference, even in 
point of law, between the two cases, and a 
very marked difference it is. Section 54 of 
the Penal Code of this State sets forth that: 

“A public officer who for any reward, consid- 
eration, or gratuity, paid or agreed to be paid, 
directly or indirectly, grants to another the 
right or authority to discharge any functions of 


his office, or permits another to make appoint- 


ments or perform any of its duties, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor.” 


. It will be observed that this section fits 


Squire as if his conduct had been measured 
for it,.and that it does not fit Mayor Low’s 
action at all. If SqutrRE had merely prom- 
ised to resign when his resignation should 
be asked of him there would be a similar- 
ity between his case and the cases of the 
persons from whom Gen. Tracy says 
that like promises were exacted by Mayor 
Low. But this is not the gist of Squirr’s 
offense at all. It is that he made a bargain 
in pursuance of which FLYNN was to man- 
age the office which SQUIRE occupied. Gen. 
Tracy took occasion, in the course of his 
argument, to express his disgust with the 
Penal Code of this State. That is a senti- 
ment which it is natural that the counsel of 
his present clients should entertain. But 
he does not do justice to himself when he 
intimates that if SQqutReE violated it, then he 
himself advised its violation by Mayor Low. 


MR. REEDS TROUBLES. 

We are sincerely sorry that Congressman 
REED, of Maine, has incurred the displeas- 
ure of the Knights of Labor. He is a very 
able man and a very useful one upon the 
floor of the House of Representatives, 
where his keen mind and ready command 
of his faculties have won for him the lead- 
ership of the Revublican side. But in 
some way the Knights of Labor have be- 
come convinced that it will be for 
the good of their order to defeat Mr. 
REED. Our Portland dispatch says that 
a representative of the Knighis is organizing 
the local assemblies in Mr. REEn’s district 
against him, and is instructing them that 
itisthe duty of every Knight to labor for 
his defeat. The Knights have a candidate 
of their own in the field, but it is reported 
that they have been in conference with the 
Democrats, and have agreed to cast the 
labor vote for Mr. CLIFFORD, the candidate 
of that party. 

We are sorry for Mr. REEp, not only be- 
cause his defeat would deprive the State of 
Maine and the country of the services of a 
man whose place Mr. CLIFFORD can hardly 
be expected to fill, but because the conduct 
of the Knights must seem to him the black- 
est ingratitude, and the success of their 
efforts would inevitably fill his mind with 
bitterness. Mr. REED deserves better 
things of the Knights of Labor, for in 
his efforts to please them and secure their 
favor he has sometimes gone to dema- 
gogic lengths. We had occasion last 
Spring to criticise Mr. Reep for a some- 
what unseemly manifestation of his eager- 
ness to curry favor with the Knights. On 
the 12th of April Mr. LAWLER’s resolution 
providing for a Congressional investiga- 
tion into the labor troubles in the South- 
west was under discussion. This resolu- 
tion was as foolish in theory as it has been 
fruitless in operation. The causes of the 
difficulties on Mr. Govutp’s’ South- 
western roads were perfectly well known, 
and there was no occasion for a Congres- 
sional investigation. Congress, moreover, 
has no constitutional authority to deal with 
the questions out of which the Southwest- 
ern strikes arose. The constitutional ob- 
jection to the resolution was pointed out 
in moderate language by Mr. ReaGan, of 
Texas, and Mr. MorGAN, of Mississippi. In 
the course of the debate Mr. REED declared 
that Congress was bound to inquire into the 
disturbances, and he concluded his brief 
speech as follows: 


“ But, for my part, [beg here and now—and 
there can be no better opportunity than in a 
time of trouble like this when there seem to be 
great disturbances in the land—to protest 
against this everlasting putting up of the Consti- 
tution of the United States against every propo- 
sition which is presented in this House, I say 
that the total effect of such action will be to make 
a mockery of the Constitution and to give point 
to that jest which was made here long years ago 
that the Constitution of the United States in the 
minds of a strict constructionist waa in favor of 
every bill that he wanted and against every bill 
that he opposed. Mr.Speaker, let us give the in- 
vestigation that is demanded.” 


This is unmistakable demagogism. We told 
Mr. REED so at the time. It is really cruel 
in the Knights of Labor to ignore this direct 
appeal to their sensibilities. But defeat at 
the hands of men whose favor he had thus 
stooped to win would be a useful lesson to 
Mr. REED. He would probably be returned 
to Congress two years later a more coura- 
geous and self-respecting man. 


WICKET AND DIAMOND. 

With the coming of the English eleven 
and the opening of their tour in the match 
at Staten Island the cricketing season in 
this neighborhood reaches its climax. The 
reputations and records of this year’s visit- 
ors are ample assurance that the very high 
expectations formed of the treat which 
their playing would furnish will not be dis- 
appointed. Several of them were here last 
year, including Mr. W. E. RoLuER, whose 
ndmirable batting, the highest in average 
obtained during the tour, is well remem- 
bered. It is known that the team as a whole 
is stronger than last year’s, especially in 
batting, and, of course, where opposed by 
elevens or fifteens, will sweep all before 
it. It is an addition to the pleas- 
ure in prospect that this year, as last, 
the visitors are all amateurs, and certain- 
ly a tour of gentleman cricketers is more in- 
teresting in many ways than that of a 
picked professional eleven like Dart’s, 
which played in this country in 1879, or 
SHaw’s, which played here in 1881. In or- 
der to make the opening match sufficiently 
well contested to be interesting, the Staten 
Islanders, besides their own excellent profes- 
sional, BUTLER, are to have the services of 
another admirable all-around player, Lang, 
now the professional of one of the Philadel- 
phia clubs. Inthe Quaker City the team 
will presumably be opposed, according to 
the custom, by eleven local amateurs, na- 
tives of the city or its vicinity; but it is 
safe to believe that their last year’s feat in 
winning one of the two games played with 
the English visitors will not be repeated, 

The whole month will be a cricketing 
month, for besides the English eleven the 
West India visitors, who have been playing 
with such success in Canada, have now 
begun a tour here by a series of matches in 
Philadelphia, so that the next thirty days 
will be full of cricket interest. The same 
period will bring the long struggles of the 
League, the American, and the other pro- 
fessional baseball associations for the cham- 
pionships of 1886 nearly to their ciose. 

In these exhibitions of two different 
methods of handling ball and bat much the 


larger throngs of spectators will no doubt 
be founda watching baseball, while compara- 
tively few, except in Philadelphia, where a 
great cricket match often draws five thou- 
sand eager on-lookers, will be present at the 
English sport. Probably the chief reason 
for this national preference is that a game 
of baseball occupies about two hours, while 
a game of cricket may extend through two 
or three days. The rapidity of play and 
constant strain of excitement in baseball 
also seem to suit the average American, un- 
less he has a large share of Quaker City 
placidity. If heisconscious of coming away 
quite exhausted with the tension of his 
nerves, and feeling as if he had been 
through a hot political election or a free 
fight, he concludes that he has seen a good 
game. That unwritten law which dictates 
that no cricket match, at least in this coun- 
try, shall be begun until an hour and a half 
or two hours after the time appointed 
troubles the restless American. He is im- 
‘patient, also, when he finds the thirty min- 
utes for lunch becoming ninety, and grudges 
the time taken for the leisurely changes of 
the field in the overs, just as he grudges 
those blessed moments of relief for the eyes 
and mind in baseball when a ball is hit out 
of the grounds and has to be searched for 
and thrown in. 

The devotees of cricket, however, love it 
for the differences which separate it from 
baseball. The whole atmosphere of the 
game is that of leisurely enjoyment. Delib- 
erate contemplation of the prolonged and 
conspicuous performance of each player, 
either at the bat orin the field, enables his 
capabilities to be well gauged. The umpire, 
too, does not appear to be doing the greater 
part of the playing, as in baseball, where 
the real or fancied bias or lack of good judg- 
ment in this functionary often seems to the 
spectator whose sympathies are strongly 
enlisted on one side to be deciding the 
game. The cricket umpire can also err, and 
when he throws a reasonable doubt against 
a batsman by giving him ont leg before 
wicket, or by being stumped, or run out, 
spectators who might have applauded had 
the victim been either clean bowled or 
caught out for a moment feel that even in 
cricket all is vexation of spirit. Still the 
opportunities for close and disappointing de- 
cisions are not so frequent as on the 
diamond. 

Ifanything could stimulate the growing 
interest in cricket here it is the visits of ex- 
perts like those of 1885 and 1886, and con- 
verts made to this sport remain its loyal 
votaries, 


The decent and law-abiding citizens of 
Spartanburg County, 8. C., are greatly 
annoyed by the Mormon missionaries 
who have settled there and are en- 
gaged in making converts of some of the 
lower orders of whites and negroes in the 
neighborhood. The immoral practices of 
the Mormons and their converts shock the 
women of the county and enrage the men 
whose wives are subjected to the demoraliz- 
ing teachings of the missionaries, and there is 
talk of organizing a vigilance committee to 
rid the neighborhood of the pests. No re- 
sort to violence is necessary in order to ac- 
complish this end, however. The laws of 
South Carolina are very strict against big- 
amy and kindred crimes, and they are not, 
as in Utah, interpreted before Mormon 
juries. A few judicious arrests and convic- 
tions will promptly disperse the Mormons 
and their converts from the neighborhood. 


People who talk about the “silly season” 
as if the news of Summer wereinvented and 
“floated” by the newspapers, like the stock 
of a silver mine in which there is no silver, 
ought to be rebuked by the profusion and 
variety of current intelligence. Not to 
speak of ALEXANDER of Bulgaria, we have 
had within two days the sea serpent at 
Rondout, the threatened submersion of a 
town of 2,000 inhabitants in Iowa by a 
spouting well, and the simultaneous account 
of the eruption ofa geyser in the Yellowstone 
Park which has for some years remained 
in a state of innocuous desuetude. It may 
be true that more space is given to these 
phenomena at the end of August than would 
be devoted to them in midwinter, but judi- 
cious readers of newspapers should not 
grumbleatthis. In contemporaneous human 
interest the sea serpent is at least equal to 
the Hill-Squire “ deal,” and the spouting 
well at Belleplain is, from any scientific 
point of view except that of an alienist, 
more important than Senator Biarr’s bill 
to divert the Gulf Stream. 


Workmen who are digging the trenches 
for the electric subway find that enormous 
quantities of gas have escapéd and are still 
escaping from the old mains of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. The surrounding soil 
is saturated with the foul stuff. It has hasti- 
ly been said that the companies in the com- 
bination have lost heavily by reason of this 
leakage. There has been a great loss, but 
the people of New-York, and not the com- 
panies, have been the sufferers. This lost 
gas did not ‘go through consumers’ me- 
ters, but consumers were forced to pay for it. 
The companies were so deeply engaged in the 
work of paying enormous dividends that 
they allowed their plantin the streets to 
becomerotten. They could afford to neglect 
their mains, because they were able to 
exact very high prices for the gas that was 
burned. New companies that desire to lay 
mains should be compelled to use first-class 
material and good workmanship. Fortu- 
nately for those who use the streets and those 
who dig in them, the recent reduction of the 
price of gas by legislation will lead new 
companies to put down good mains for the 
sake of economy.

Apart from the deep interest which it 
possesses for every student of English politics 
and every American interested in the progress 
of the fight for home rule, Mr. GLADSTONE’s 
pamphlet upon “The Irish Question,” which is 
published by the ScrrIBNERS this morning, is 
likely to be somewhat sought after by col- 
lectors of bibliographical curiosities, as a 
book made partly on this side of the sea and 
partly on the other. The main part of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s pamphlet bears the date of 
Aug. 19, 1886. A summary of this por- 
tion appeared in THE TrmEs of Thursday, Aug. 
26. A postscript was written by Mr. GLADSTONE 
upon the 22d of August, which was transmitted 
entire to the press of this country by cable and 
was printed on Sunday last. The postscript 
is to be found at the end of the pamphlet 
issued by CHARLES SCRIBNER’s Sons, and it 


would requtre the eye of an expert typographer 
to detect any difference in -the type or general 
appearance of the printed page between the first 


. portion of the pamphlet printed in England and 


sent to this country ‘in sheets and the postscript, 
which has evidently been printed here. Those 
whe are curious in such matters, however, will 
observe that the first line of the main body uf 
the book begins without an “indentation.” This 
is the English printer’s *‘ style.” , The postscript 
begins with an indented line, according to Amer- 
ican usage. A little further examination shows 
that upon page 57 of the pamphlet, which is the 
second page of the postscript, the word “ honor- 
able” is spelled as here given. That is also Amer- 
ican. Upon page 4 of the pamphlet it is spelled 
“honourable,” and that is English.

GRAND OPERA HOUSE. 

Mr. Frederick Warde changed the bill at 
the Grand Opera House last evening, appearing 
as Shakespeare's Marcus Brutus instead of Shen 
idan Knowles’s Virginins. Mr. Warde’s Brutus 
will rank, when Mr. Warde’s earthly achieve. 
ments live only in memory, as a respectable, 
commonplace performance, intelligently con- 
ceived (any bright boy of 14 can comprehend 
the charneter of Brutus as Shakespeare paints 
him after Plutarch’s- model) and executed 
in a heavy-handed way, painstaking but 
monotonous. The commonplace in all branch- 
#s of art never lacks admirers among 
commonplace people, and by a large portion of 
the audience last evening Mr. Warde’s perform- 
ance was witnessed with the reverence inspired 
by awe. Even the painfully insincere Cassius of 
Mr. Charles D. Herman received the guerdon of 


See. But the interest in the representa- 
tion did not rest altogether with these two im- 
personations or with the vociferous mob of 
Roman citizens of Irish descent. Beyond these 
and beyond even the remarkable work of art 
Reccene © Pompey’s Statua” in the Senate 
House, in which the artist had evidently fol- 
lowed asketch of the great Pompey. when he 
was about to take a bath, thera was 
yet another source of interest—a new 
actor in the telling réle of Mare An- 
tony—the gentleman who filled that part when 
the tragedy was acted by the Harvard students 
in Cambridge College last Spring, and who at 
that time was instructor in elocution at the uni- 
versity.

Dixon Jones does not look like an actor, and 
he did not last evening look like Mare Antony in 
the mind of any person who ever took the 
trouble to imagine how Antony must have looked 
in those exciting days of Roman history. Ha 
spoke his portion of the text with spirit enough, 
and did not miss a single gesture or intonation 
that a teacher of elocution would have insisted 
on; yet in the climaxes he was found wanting, 
perhaps because he was afraid to let himself 
out. The task he had undertaken was not 
an easy one, however, and the result was such 
that he is not likely to be discouraged 
from pursuing further the course he thinks heis 
fitted to pursue. He did notjencounter absolute 
failure, and the thought of that will buoy him 
up. On the other hand, he was awkward in his 
poses, lachrymose where he ought to have been 
fierce, weak where he ought to have been strong. 
Tf he gains a footing on the stage it will be be- 
cause he can do better work than he did last 
evening, and the only word of encouragement 
we can reasonably derive from that work is that 
it did not necessarily indicate that his ability 
was fairly tested by it.

subsequently proceeded for Philippopolis via 
Elena. 


MM. Grueff and Bandereff, the revolutionary 
leaders, will arrive to-morrow. They will be tried 
by court-martial. 

BUCHAREST, Aug. 31.—Three leaders of 
the conspiracy against Prince Alexander, includ- 
ing the Treasurer of the revolutionary fund, 
have taken refuge in this city. The Government 
decided to expel them and informed the refugees 
that they must leave. The conspirators there- 


upon appealed to the Russian Legation for pro- 
tection. Telegrams were passing between the 
legaticn and St. Petersburg during the whole of 
last night. 
The Russian Colonel, Kissakoff, has been ar- 
ested at Lom-Palanka. It is rumored that M. 
araveloff has fled from Sofia. 
It is now announced that the Government will 
not expel the Bulgarian refugees. 


BERLIN, Ang. 31.--The correspondent of 
the Tagblatt at Franzensbad has had an inter- 
view with M.de Giers,in which the Russian 
Foreign Minister stated that he would return to 
Bt. Petersburg on Sept. 3. He would go by way 
of Berlin and would have another conference in 
that city with Prince Bismarck. Nothing final 
had been decided with regard to Bulgaria in his 
recent interview with the German Chancellor, 
as it was not known then that Prince Alex- 
ander would return to Sofia. M. de Giers 
said he did not know what the Czar’s pres- 
ent intentions were, but he was sure Russia 
would not oceupy Bulgaria while that 
country was tranquil. Russia’s position would 
be very delicate and critical should Prince Alex- 
ander insist upon the execution of the men who 
led the conspiracy against him. M.de Giers 
spoke in condemnation of Prince Alexander's 
course, and, alluding to England’s action in the 
premises, said that she used everything that 
came within her reach as an instrument against 
Russia. 

The North German Gazette reiterates that Ger- 
many has no interest whatever in Bulgaria. It 
says itis not worth while to keep a single Ger- 
man soldier under arms on account of Bulgaria. 
The necessity for German armaments is due to 
France. *‘ Every French newspaper,” the Gazette 
says, “proves that France is making rapid 
preparations to fight, and that financial sacri- 
tices are being made to raise the efficiency of 
herarmy. Germany must always keep her eyes 
fixed on France.” 


Lonpon, Aug. 31.—Dispatches from St. 
Petersburg state that the leading Russian pa- 
pers aifect to have great fears concerning the 
tate of Bulgaria, “where,” to quote the lan- 
guage of one of them, “there are two Govern- 
ments and two armies menacing each other with 
civil war.” The speedy pacification of Bulgaria, 
declares another of these papers, concerns other 
powers besides Russia. The Novoe Vremya de- 
clares that Prince Alexander must be prevented 
from returning to Sofia, and says that all Rus- 
Bians would enthusiastically support any steps 
which Russia might take to prevent him. 


Paris, Aug. 31.—A dispatch to the Jouwr- 
nal des Débats from Berlin says: ‘ Prince Dol- 
gorouki will not go to Bulgaria. The Russian 
officers who were in the Bulgarian Army prior 
to the coup d@’ etat will not re-enter Prince 
Alexander's service. The dispatch also says 
that Prince Alexander is not at all sanguine of 
restoring order, and would abdicate only that 
he is encouraged by England to persevere.

IRELAND’S GRIEVANCES. 
THE DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF COM- 
MONS—MORE OUTRAGES REPORTED. 

Lonpon, Aug. 31.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, stated that during 
tbe riots in Belfast one head constable had been 
killed, five officers and six members of the con- 
stabulary had been seriously wounded, and that 
altogether 322 policemen had been more or less 
injured in the various encounters with the 
rioters. ; 

Peter Esslemont, (Liberal,y; member for East 
Aberdeenshire, moved an amendment to the ad- 
dress, expressing regret that the Crofters’ act 
had not removed the grievances of the crofters. 
The amendment was supported by Messrs. Mc- 
Laren, Clark, and Mason, Gladstonians, and by 
all the Parnellites. Mr. Mason, in a speech, said 


that Scotland demanded home rule. [Applause.] 
Pr. Tanner (Nationalist) condemned the condi- 
tion of the Scotch crofters, and said he hoped 
that the Irish would assist inrescuing them from 
the vulture-like landlords, an act which would 
tend to make Ireland and Scotland more friend- 
ly. He was proceeding violently to denounce 
the “ policy of extermination,” when the Speaker 
ordered him to resume his seat, because his re- 
marks were irrelevant. Dr. Tanner obeyed. 

Mr. Balfour, Secretary for scotland, denied 
that the crofters suffered more than others of 
a similar class in Scotland. He said it was 
more a question of overpopulation than 
of rent. The agitation was due in a large 
measure to the example of Ireland. The 
outrages and the refusal to pay rent were 
not due to poverty, but tothe advice of agita- 
tors who wished to prevent. emigration, the 
natural remedy for overpopulation. Several 
members who had obtained the floor were or- 
dered to resume their seats for making irrelevant 
remarks, having gone on to discuss home rule. 
Mr. Esslemont’s amendment was finally rejected 
by a vote of 203 to 121. 

Mr. Sexton moved that the debate be ad- 

yurned. Mr. Parnell asked whether the Govern 
Stone would give an evening sitting for the 
consideration of Mr. Sexten’s ameudment rel- 
ative to the Belfast riots. Lord Randolph 
‘Churchill said that the Government could 
mot grant an evening because it would 
prolong the debate through the week. Mr. Sex- 
ton was not inclined to move his amendment on 
Wednesday, as he wanted to postpone the report 
atage until Thursday, but Lord Randolph Church- 
jll’s refusal to grant an evening for the discussion 
of the amendment compels Mr. Sexton to move 
the amendment on Wednesday. Mr. Sexton hints 
that if unrestricted, the Trish speakers will prob- 
ably prolong the discussion until Friday, where- 
as if Churenill had granted an evening for the 
ainendment the discussion would have ended on 
Thursday.

BEACH AND TEEMER WIN. 
THE TWO CHAMPIONS TO ROW THE 
FINAL RACE THIS AFTERNOON. 
Lonpon, Aug. 31.—The last of the prelim- 
inary races in the internationai seulling sweep- 
stakes were rowed to-day. There were twe heats, 
the first between William Beach, of Australia, 
and George Bubear, of England, and the other 
between John Teemer, of the United States’ and 
Neal Matterson, of Australia. Beach and Teem- 
er were the winners. The weather was brilliant, 
but the water was somewhat lumpy. 
Beach led Bubear throughout the heat and 
won as he pleased by a clear six lengths.

Teemer was almost as big a favorite for the 
second heat as Beach was for the first, five to 
one being offered on him. The men got off to- 
gether and remained'on a level during the first 
20C yards. Matterson then began to forge 
ahead, and soon led by a length, when he crossed 
over and took Teemer’s water. Teemer closed 
up and touched Matterson’s boat, thus winning 
the race onafoul. Teemer afterward got clear 
of Matterson, who stopped, dead beat, at Barnes 
Bridge. Teemer continued to the line, finishing 
alone. The people on board the steamers follow- 
ing the race were so absorbed in watching the 
foul that afterward when Matterson collapsed 
the steamers came in collision in endeavoring 
to avoid running the Australian down. The press 
launch was crushed in between the others and 
half filled with water. The reporters scrambled 
into the other boats, leaving their notes behind. 
Two of the pressmen swam to the shore. Noone 
was drowned, though there was great confusion 
fora time. Matterson ascribes his collapse to 
the terrific exertions he put forth yesterday in 
his race with Wallace Ross. 

Beach declares that he is wonderfully well and 
confident of beating Teemer in the final race to- 
morrow. The betting on the result is sever to 
four on Beach. The race will take place at 3:30 
in the afternoon. To-night two to one was freely 
offered on Beach.

MORE TROUBLE IN COREA. 
Yoronama, Ang. 31.—Advices from Corea 
say that owing torumors that Russia intended 
to establish a protectorate in Corea the Chinese 
Minister there telegraphed to the Pekin Govern- 
ment asking that troops be sent to the penin- 
sula, and that incompliance with this request 


the Chinese Government dispatched nine men- 
of-war, with troops on board, to Corea, and they 
are now anchored before Chemulpo. The dis- 
patches further say that large numbers of 
Chinese soldiers had entered Seoul in the dis- 
guise of merchants. Great excitement pre- 
vailedin that town. Riotous mobs were parad- 
ing the streets, and conflicts were frequent. 

Later advices from Corea say that the Coreans 
op osed the landing of Chinese marines, whose 
oO x was unknown, and a conflict ensued in 
which a number were wounded. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Paris, Aug. 31.—Dispatches from Mada- 
gascar say that the Hovas are raising objections 
to the demands of Frenchmen for the restoration 
of property. The French Resident at Tananarivo 
has been ordered toinsist upon the strictest en- 


forcement of the treaty between France and 
Madagascar. 

A. banquet was given at the Hotel de Ville to- 
night in honor of the one hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Michel Eugene Chevreul, the 
distinguished French chemist. Covers were 
laid for 350 guests. Gen. Boulanger and other 
Ministers were present. A brilliant festival and 
torchlight procession on the boulevards fol- 
lowed the banquet. The streets were crowded 
with people, and the appearance of the 
Minister of War was the signal for an 
outburst of enthusiasm. Gen. Boulanger was 
subsequently serenaded at his residence, when 
another demonstration was made, the crowd 
shouting “‘ Vive Boulanger!’ “‘ Vive l’Armee !”

TRYING TO FORM A POOL. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF SOUTHWESTERN 
ROADS IN CONFERENCE. 


Cui1caGco, Aug. 31.—The plan for the for- 
mation of a gross money pool on the pas- 
senger traffic between Chicago, St. Louis, 
and Southwestern Missouri River points 
was subiected to a further revision by 
the subcommittee, consisting of*Messrs. Cable, 
Newman, and Stone, this morning, and 
was afterward submitted to the Gen- 
eral Committee of the Southwestern Pas- 
senger Association for further considera- 
tion and approval. The new plan provides for 


the establishment of a gross money pool on all 

assenger traffic between Chicago. St. Louis, and 
outhwestern Missouri River pene. (Kansas 
City, Leavenworth, Atchison, and St. Joseph,) the 
pool to continue in existence for five years. The 
percentages for the first year are’ te be deter- 
mined by taking the average of the business 
done by the various roads during the 
years 1883, 1884, and 1885. The followin 
year the percentages are to be revised an 
the same basis upon which percentages were 
fixed for the year is again to be used, together 
with the business of the current year. Thus the 
business of a year is to be added to the previous 
basis, and averaged up,in fixing percentages, 
each year during the life of the agreement. 

All the roads interested except the Wabash 
favored the plan of the subcommittee. The 
Wabash was opposed: to that part of the con- 
tract which provides for the taking of the business 
done during the years 1883, 1884, and 1885, as 
a basis for fixing the first year’s percent- 
ages, claiming that the business of those 
years did not provide a fair basis, and 
they wanted not only the business of 
1882 included, but also the business for 
the first half of the present year. This was 
strenuously opposed by the other roads, the rep- 
resentatives of which claimed that the three 
years’ business proposed by the plan of the 
subcommittee provided as fair a basis for 
the fixing of percentages for the various roads 
as could possibly be devised. Owing to the 
Wabash opposition to the section providing for 
the fixing of percentages but slow progress was 
made, and when the meeting adjourned only two 
sections of the agreement had been approved.

THEY ARE IN A QUANDARY. 


ON ACCOUNT OF THE ABOLITION OF 
THE CONVICT CONTRACT SYSTEM. 


BurFato, N. Y., Aug. 31.—At the last 
session of the Erie County Board of Su 
pervisors. @ committee of six of its most 
active and sagacious members was ap- 
pointed to decide upon a method of 
employing the convicts at the County Peniten- 
tiary. They labored to secure some legislation 
at Albany last Winter in regard to it, but in vain, 
and since the adjournment of both the board and 


the Legislature they have held meetings, con- 
suited, and planned, and their last effort to ob- 
tain the consent of the Governor to the employ- 
raent of the piece-price plan has now come to 
naught. For two years the penitentiary has 
been self-sustaining, and last year a surplus of 
$6,000 was netted under the excellent adminis- 
tration of Keeper Stickney. This was rendered 
possible by the employment: of the convicts un- 
der the contract labor system. But the Legis- 
lature abolished it, and the present contract ex- 
pires Jan. 1, 1887. 

A month ago the committee. Gov. Hill having 
denied its members an interview, sent him a de- 
tailed statement of the case, asking him to au- 
thorize them to introduce the piece-price plan. 
It took a second letter before the Governor 
found time to direct his acting private sec- 
retary to say, that, ‘after a careful ex- 
amination of the matter, he has con- 
eluded not to authorize such _ system. 
His engagements are such that he has no time to 
enter into any detailed statement of his reasons, 
but simply directs me te say that the piece-price 
system, not being defined in any statute and 
never having been operated in this State, is, so 
far as he can understand it, only another 
name for the contract system or a very 
slight modification of it, and he, being 
opposed to that system, does not think 
he should authorize its institution in your peni- 
tentiary.” The only course that now remains 
for the Supervisors is to take steps toward the 
purchase of a plant for the manufacture of some 
commodity easily made by unskilled hands and 
always commanding a ready sale... But the cost 
of a ores and the purchase of new material will 
involve a considerable expense, and no immedi- 
ate revenue can be expected. 


THE SINGER MURDER. 


TRYING TO ASCERTAIN WHO WIELDED 
THE CROWBAR. 

The inquest in the case of Bernard Singer, 
of Ridgewood, Long Island, who was killed 
with a. crowbar last Saturday night, was 
begun by Coroner O’Connell in MHamer- 
ger’s Hall, in Ridgewood, last evening. Only 
two witnesses were examined, and little testi- 
mony of value was obtained. Mrs. Elizabeth 


Singer, who is under arrest on suspicion of having 
committed the murder, was not present. Gustave 
Otto, a saloon keeper, who lives near the Singers, 
testified that little Johnny Singer had aroused 
him at 3  o’clock on Sunday morning, 
and had told him that Mr. Singer had been 
killed with a crowbar. He went over to the 
Singer house. He did note see any blood 
upon Mrs. Singer’s hands or _ clothes. 
Mrs. Singer did not seem to be 
much excited. She exclaimed: “My God! 
Barney has been murdered; what shall I 
do?’ In a few minutes she said that 
she must go and milk the cows. She ex- 
lained that her husband had been killed 

y burglars. Otto had heard Mr. and Mrs. 
Singer quarrel frequently, but had not heard 
them quarrel on Saturday. 

Leopold Martin testified that at 3 o’clock 
on Sunday morning he saw Mrs. Singer 
crying in front of Otto’s saloon. She told him 
that her husband had been murdered. Lit- 
tlie Johnny Singer told him that Singer 
had been killed with a crowbar. Singer’s 
body was still warm when he _ went 
to the house. He had heard Mr. and Mrs. Singer 
threaten to kill each other while quarreling. Mr. 
Martin saw no indications of a struggle in the 
bedroom. The bedclothes were partly stained 
with blood. 

Justice McDonald, who said that he ap- 
peared on behalf of Mrs. Singer, moved for 
an adjournment. of the inquest until 
Mrs. Singer could be resent. Lawyer 
Darmstead, of Brooklyn, said that he also ap- 
peared for Mrs. Singer. The case was adjourned 
until next Tuesday at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. 


WATER THAT WILL NOT DOWN. 


AN ARTESIAN WELL THAT THREATENS 


TO FLOOD A TOWN. 

CEDAR Rapips, Iowa, Aug. 31.—On Mon- 
day, Aug. 23, William Weir & Sons began boring 
an artesian well at the intersection of Beech 
and Washington streets, Belle Plain, on the flat 
about four blocks south of the Burley House, 
The contract called for a well with a 


three-inch casing and flow guaranteed. 
They bored a two-inch hole, and decided 
that the flow of water through it would wash 
it out, so that they could sink a 3-inch 
casing. On Thursday they struck water 
at a depth of 185 feet. At this time they 
had about 60 feet of 3-inch casting down and 
the water rose with strong force 12 feet above the 
surface in a solid 3-inch stream, plainly showing 
the strongest flow yet struck. On Frida 
morning the flow was under control, 
but during the forenoon in an attempt 
to force a 3-inch tube into the 2-inch 
hole it broke loose and wore away a suffi- 
cient space outside the tubing to allow 
the water to boil out around the tub- 
ing at the surface. At sundown on Fri- 
day a stream-of water a foot in diameter was 
pouring out. At 8:30 the city authorities 
were appealed to to take control and give 
relief from the impending danger. Already 
many lots and houses were flooded. At 
9 P. M. a gang of men were set at work, 
the Mayor and Council personally super- 
intending the job. Until nearly mornin 
all expedients were useless, as the water coul 
not be] controlled. On Saturday morning 
Eugene Palmer proposed that a 15-inch 
tubing should be briven down to the 
blue clay, believed to be about 50 feet below 
the surface, and by thus confining the flow to a 
common centre the outside flow could be stopped 
and the one in the tubing controlled. This 
plan also failed. It is impossible yet 
to estimate the damage. The south part 
of the town is fiooded and cellars are 
filled with water. The flow continues un- 
abated, making two large rivers through the 
lower part of the city. In helplessness the Mayor 
to-day appealed to the hydraulic engineering 
science of Chicago for relief.

The following lines were _ represent- 
ed: St. Paul, Northwestern, Burlington, 
Rock Island, Chicago, Burlington and Northern, 
Central Iowa, Dlinois Central, Minnesota and 
Northwestern, and Minneapolis and St. Louis. The 
whole day was spent in preliminary discussions, 
excepting that the subject of territorial 
limits was — disposed of. It 
was decided that the territory should 
be practically the same as that of the 
eld Northwestern Tratiic Association, in- 
cluding business in both directions between 
Chicago, Peoria, S8t.

THE CANVASS IN INDIANA 


WHAT THE REPUBLICAN CON- 
VENTION HAS TO DO. 

THE LIQUOR QUESTION CAUSING MUCH 
ANXIETY—A GOOD CHANCE FOR 
CARRYING THE STATE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 31.—The arrivals for 
the Republican State Convention are not yet 
numerous and are confined almost exclusively 
to the candidates and their immediate friends. 

To-morrow the delegates will begin to arrive, 

and by night there will be a large attendance. 

The indications aré that this will be the largest 

convention the party has ever held. The notice- 

able feature is the great interest manifested in 
the platform and the comparatively little inter- 
est in the candidates. As yet there are no sure 
indications of what the nominations will be 
for any office, nor, for that matter, as 
to what the language of the platform 
will be on the important subjects of liquor leg- 
islation, labor, and the tariff. The northern and 
eastern portions of the State are decidedly in 
favor of a square expression for local option and 
high taxation, while in the southern and central 
portions the desire is not to make a specific dec- 
laration, which, indeed, is the wish of a large 
number of the leading local optionists, who do 
not want it made a party issue, but hope 
to geta law through the next Legislature in 


which, under the most auspicious circum- 
stances, the Senate will be Democratic. 
Evansville and the First District, in which 
there is a preponderating influence of Ger- 
mans, are very anxious that nothing 
be said on the liquor question, or, if there is, 
that it go no further than high license. But the 
prevailing sentiment is that the convention will 
take a decided advance and declare generally 
for the right of ihe people to invoke such meas- 
ures a8 they may deem wise for the destruction 
of the traffic and to compel it to pay its share of 
the expense it creates. The Democratic plat- 
form almost ignored State issues. The Repub- 
licans propose to make the canvass largely on 
local issues, and the platform will deal largely 
with them. There is considerable sentiment 
tavoring a declaration for a reduction and read- 
justment of the tariff, and that will probably be 
expressed. 
he merest guess as to successful candidates 

cannot be made now. It seems probable that 
the Hon. Robert 8. Robertson, of Fort Wayne, 
will head the ticket for Lieutenant-Governor. 
He held that place in 1876, when Gen. Harrison 
was the candidate for Governor. For Auditor 
and Treasurer, Attorney-General, and Clerk of 
Supreme Court, there are a number of contest- 
ants and the indications are not plain 
for any one. Senator Harrison will pre- 
side, but he will not attempt an elaborate 
speech. That will be reserved for the 
formal opening of the canvass. Col. W. W. Dud- 
ley. of Washington, is here and will remain until 
after the convention. Col. Dick Thompson, the 
old man eloquent, is here, and so are the leaders 
of the party generally. The desireis to have a 
united and harmonious convention, for the Re- 

ublicans of the State feel that they have a good 

ghting chance this year. Gen. Hovey, the Re- 
publican candidate for — in the First Dis- 
trict. is quite sanguine of his election, and the 
nomination of Col. Robertson will aidin the de- 
feat of Judge Lowrey in the Twelfth District. 

Col. Dudley, in an interview, says: ‘There 
never was a better fighting chance for the Re- 
publicans, and they seem to bein the humor to 
take advantage of that chance. They are ap- 
parently perfectly harmonious, and disposed to 
accept every opportunity which the situation af- 
fords.”

OBITUARY. 


GEN. GEORGE H. GORDON. 

Brevet Major-Gen. George H. Gordon died 
suddenly of heart disease at his residence in 
Framingham, Mass., on Monday evening,in the 
sixty-second year of his age. He was born in 
Charlestown, Mass., July 19, 1825, and was grad- 
uated from the Military Academy July 1, 1846, 
and promoted to be Brevet Second Lieutenant of 
mounted cavalry. He served with credit during 


the Mexican war, 1846-7, being engaged in the 
siege of Vera Cruz, the battles of Cerro Gordo, 
Contreras, and Chapultepec, and the assault 
and capture of the city of Mexico, Sept. 
13, 14, 1847. For his bravery at Cerro 
Gordo, where he was wounded, he 
was brevetted First Lieutenant. After the 
Mexican war Lieut. Gordon served principaliy 
on frontier duty until Oct. 31, 1854, when he re- 
signed from the army and began the practice of 
law in Boston. When the attack on Sumter 
opened the civil war Lieut. Gordon raised the 
Second Massachusetts Regiment of Volunteers 
and entered into active service in the field as its 
Colonel. He took part in the tp og in the 
Shenandoah Valley under Gen. Banks, January 
to March, 1862, being engaged in several skir- 
mishes, and in the battle at Winchester, 
May 25, 1862. Among the engagemenis 
in which he displayed great ravery 
and military knowledge were the  bat- 
tles of ar Mountain, of South Mount- 
ain, and of Antietam. He was also active in 
the operations about Charleston Harbor from 
August, 1863, to April, 1864, and in the follow- 
ing month was placed in command of Florida, 
having been made _ Brevet Brigadier-General 
two years before. From March to June, 1865, 
Gen. Gordon was in command of the Eastern 
District of Virginia, and while serving at this 
post he was brevetted Major-General of Volun- 
teers. He was mustered out of service Aug. 24, 
1865, and at once returned to the practice of 
law in Boston, in which he was engaged at the 
time of his sudden death.

AFRAID OF PRESS COMMENT | 


SQUIRE AND FLYNN ASK FOR: 
A CHANGE OF VENUE. 
ALSO TMAT THEIR CASES BE TRIED 
IN @YER AND 
CHURCHILL WILL CONSIDER. 


The lawyers who, tried for nearly two 
fours yesterday morning to persuade Judge 
Churchill, in Supreme Court, Chambers, to their ' 
way of thinking in regard to the court in which 
Maurice B. Flynn and Rollin M. Squire ought to 
be tried for conspiracy had alarge audience. 
The court room was very close and warm, but 
the listeners stood their ground and paid close 
attention to the argument. A third of them 
stood up throughout the proceedings. Maurice 
B. Flynn was present and played with his mus- 
tache as his lawyers, Richard 8S. Newcombe and 
Gen. B. F. Tracy, had their say. Mr. Squire was 
not present. 

Assistant District Attorney De Lancey Nicoll did 
the talking for the people. The junior member 
of the board of prosecuting officers, Mr. Semple, 
sat by his side, and contented himself with mak- 
ing a suggestion to Mr. Nicoll now and then. Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine was not in the court 
room, though an affidavit which he had prepared 


figured in the course of the argument. Judge 
Churchill patiently listened to all that was said, 
and at the conclusion of the arguments took 
the papers and reserved his decision. 

The motion, as made by Mr. Newcombe, was 
for a transfer of the trial to the Courtof Oyer 
and Terminer, and coupled with it was a request 
that a change of venue be granted to some other 
county in the State. Mr. Newcombe said that 
his reason for asking the transfer of the indict- 
raent te the Courtof Oyer and Terminer was 
that it was thought necessary to go to the supe- 
rior court of criminal cases im order to secure a 
fair trial. Public opinion had been warped 
against his clients, he said. As to a change of 
venue, it was asked becatise counsel did not be- 
lieve an impartial trial of his clients could be had 
in New-York. Mr. Newcombe read an affidavit 
of Rollin M. Squire to the effect that the press by 
its false and malicious statements and inflam- 
matory editorials had blackened his character. 
Mr. Newcombe had these articles treasured up in 
a scrap book. The affidavit also stated that 
Judge Gildersleeve was to be a witness for the 
defense, and it was not desirable that he should 
be asked to testify in his own court. 

An affidavit of Mr. Flynn was also read. It 
stated ‘that Mr. Flynn had been engaged in poli- 
tics for a considerable time, and for three years 
had been Chairman of the Feurteenth District 
Committee of the County Democracy. Tam- 
uany H@il people were rivals to his organiza- 
tion, and since July 29 had conspired against 
him, and were largely the instigators of the 
ubusive and violent newspaper articles. In de- 
nying the charges against him Mr. Flynn said in 
his affidavit that in newspapers he had been 
compared to Tweed, and had been charged with 
such frauds that public sentiment was aroused 
against him. He had been advised that he could 
take no action against the newspapers until 
after the trial. Mr. Flynn doubted if an un- 
prejudiced jury could be obtained in New-York, 
where these papers were so extensively read. 
Mr. Flynn also said in his aftidavit that while 
Squire was Commissioner of Public Works his 
own contracts had been fewer in number than 
before. 

‘The aftidavits having been disposed of, Mr. 
Newcombe took up the big scrap book. He ex- 
hibited cartoons from weekly illustrated sheets 
and then read editorials from the daily papers, 
which were far from complimentary to Messrs. 
Flynn and Squire. Mr. Newcombe urged that if 
the application for a transfer to the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer be denied the trial be held 
in another county, where unbiased minds, free 
from ‘‘the poison of the press,” could fairly 
weigh the evidence that should be offered. 

Mr. Nicoll, in opposing the motion, said a 
transfer to the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
would cause a delay, as there would be no ses- 
sion of that court till November. It would be 
nivisable to dispose of this case before Novem- 
ber. A decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Jaehne case was expected in October, and after 
that the cases of other public officials would be 
yut on trial. The courts, he claimed, had equal 
laxindiction. He believed it ridiculous that the 
press statements would influence opinion more 
in the one court than in the other. 

Mr. Nicoll then took up the matter of the in- 
fluence of the press, which was really the prin- 
cipal point of Mr. Newcombe’s prayer for trans- 
fer of the trial and change of venue. Mr. Flynn 
did not allege, Mr. Nicoll said, that any editor 
had personal motives for making an attack. On 
the contrary, the newspaper comments had 
been such as the press was likely to make when 
any persons were charged with wrongdoing. 
They exhibited only a healthy and wholesome 
spirit in denouncing the corruption of public 
men. Mr. Nicoll read from the affiidavit of Mr. 
Martine, calling attention to some of the trials 
recently held to which public attention had been 
specially directed and which had been fair and 
before impartial juries. The mere notice of a 
change of venue would lead those likely to be 
called on a jury in an outside county to read the 
newspapers.

AN ANCIENT GAS PIPL. 


“WHAT CONTRACTOR CRIMMINS..FOUND IN 
LINE OF THE SUBWAY TRENCH, 


The trench digging on Sixth-avenue pre- 
paratory to laying the underground electric con- 


despite the showers of rain. Commissioners Hess 
and Moss inspected the proceedings in the morn- 
ing, and. Contractor Crimmins and his brother 
gave the work their personal superintendence. 
The work did not progress very rapidly. Only 
80 laborers ‘were at work, and after they had 
opened up half a block’ of pavement between 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh streets they 
concentrated all their energies upon digging and 
widening the trench in the first block 


to its required proportions. As the dirt 
was. thrown up wagons conveyed it to a 
North River scow, it being the intention of the 
company to fill up each section with the dirt 
from the following section. Work had not gone 
far when the six-inch gas main of the Manhat- 
tan Gas Company was found to He right in the 
way of the conduits. This called a halt until 
permission could be obtained to move the pipe 
nearer the sidewalk. This permission was grant- 
ed by the gas commen” at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors which lasted until afternoon, 
and the work of excavation was resumed, The 
pipe was laid 30 years ago. No record had been 
kept of its position, and the contractors were 
totally unprepared to find it so far out in the 
Street. Engineer H. 8. Kearney, however, was 
confident that not more ‘than two blocks of pipe 
would have to be changed. 

President Shelbourne, of the Electric Lines 
Company, also made some excitement in the 
morning. He came to take a survey of the work, 
and the prospect was too much for his peace of 
mind. He angrily declared to Commissioner 
Crimmins and Inspector Lydecker, of the De- 
permnces of Public Works, that space which had 

een granted him by the Common Council was 
being occunied by the trenches. He was informed 
that the permit had beenamended so as to allow 
the trenches to approach within five feet of the 
curb, but he went away, assuring every one that 
they would hear from bim. 

Little piles of sand and broken stone were de- 
posited on the side streets, and Engineer Kear- 
ney said that the tirst concrete foundation would 
be laid to-day. By to-morrow it is expected that 
the first conduits will be laid, and they will be 
covered up at once. Commissioner Crimmins 
bas reason to expect that rock will be struck at 
Thirty-fifth-street, and therefore an additional 
force of men will be put to work there this morn- 
ing, and by the end of the week it is asserted 
that the trenches will reach that street. 

No injunctions have disturbed the work, and 
none are expected until the laying of the con- 
duits is begun. The Averill Company has given 
notice that it will prosecute for any infringe- 
ment of patents by the Dorsett Company. It 
claims that the Dorsett conduits are made of 
material on which it has patents. The North 
American Underground Company, which has 
been termed the Johnstone Company.has given 
warning that the shape of the Dorsett conduits, 
which are of the drawing-in-and-out pattern, is 

atented by them. Mr. Johnstone said yester- 
day: “ We have not applied for any injunction, 
because we believe that that is exactly what the 
Consolidated Company is longing for. They 
have but little money, and they would prefer 
delay until their stock can find a market. 
Many of their original backers have been fright- 


-ened away.” 


No trouble is expected when the time comes to 
put the wires in the ducts. It is said that the 
United Lines Telegraph Company is willing to 
put in its wires and that the Western Union 
Company will find that the Subway Commission 
has State powers which will be enforced, and 
that it will be better to yield graciously. Engi- 
neer Kearney expects to have the wires under 
ground from the Battery to Central Park be- 
tore cold weather puts a stop to work.

SAYS HE MADE THE JUMP. 

BARKER’S' STORY OF A FLIGHT DOWN- 
WARD FROM THE BIG BRIDGE. 

The bridge jumping mania seems to have 
permeated the Fourth Ward thoroughly, for 
early yesterday morning another imitator of 
Brodie, if his own statement may be trusted, 
tried the leap successfully and evaded the police. 
This time it was Conrad Barker, aged 32 years, 
whose headquarters are'the distillery and lodg- 
ing house at No. 67 James-street. He-says that 
at 3:10 o’clock yesterday morning he went on 
the bridge through the New-York entrance con- 


cealed in a hay wagon, and when he reached the 


central section got out and made the drop. The 
wind deflected his course somewhat, and below 
water he struck a stone which bruised his right 
eye and knocked out one of the front teeth of the 
upper jaw. A rowboat, in charge of a man 
named Wallace, which was in waiting, picked 
him up and took him to the Brooklyn side, where, 
after a while, he leisurely returned to 
New-York. hen he reached his lodging house 
he went to bed and did not gét up until evening. 
Except tor the bruise under his eye and the loss 
of his tooth he seemed none the worse for his ex- 

erience. He is a well built man of medium 

eight and light complexion, who has evidently 
had a good deal of knocking round. Last night 
all the habitués of the distillery shook hands 
with him as he entered and seemed to accept 
his version of the affair as the true one. 
Barker said that his backer was George 
Doll, a German boss carpenter, of No. 522 
First-avenue, whois at present engaged in re- 
pairing the woodwork and paneling of the dis- 
tillery, and that the bonus offered was $100. 
The drop was a simple matter of calculation 
with him. He knew that bodies in the air fell 
16 feetin a second; that it would take, according 
to his figuring, only nine seconds to reach the 
water, and that he could hold his breath for two 
minutes, or 120 seconds.. When a boy he served 
some years inthe merchant marine, and for a 
wager often dropped from the yardarm a greater 
distance than there is from the floor of the 
bridge to the water. He said thathe had once 
been in the Government Postal Service, but had 
latterly degenerated into a sort of person who 
would not shrink from such a feat as jumping off 
the bridge if it would raise him out of the gutter. 

The bridge police tell the atory differently. 
They say that at 5:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing a large crowd of Fourth Warders assembled 
at the Dover-street dock, remained there for a 
considerable time, and showed by their demeanor 
that they were expecting something unusual. 
Two rowboats put out from the dock and drifted 
around suspiciously, attracting the attention of 
the police on the bridge. The officers at the en- 
trances and on the promenade were recalled and 
posted along the roadways, Wagons passing 
overthe bridge were closely scrutinized, but 
— a vigilant watch was maintained no 
would-be jumper was discovered. Barker says 
the drop was accomplished and he had gone to 
sleep by 4 o’clock. while the police state that 
they first noticed the crowd at 5:30 o’clock. 


MASTER AND MAN. 


DIFFICULTIES OF CLOTHING CUTTERS 
AND JOURNEYMEN PLUMBERS. 

The locked-out clothing cutters had their 
parade yesterday, and turned out in full force. 
Recording Secretary Westbrook went early in 
the day to Superintendent Murray and. asked for 
a permit toparade. The Superintendent granted 
one on condition that the men would not make 
any demonstrations, either by cheering or hissing. 
This was promised, and about 3:30 o’clock the 
clothing cutters assembled at Everett Hall, in 
East Fourth-street. There were about 800 of 
them, with a brass band and a couple of banners, 


on which were inscribed the words, “ Locketl- 
Out Clothing Cutters of New-York,” and beneath 
the word ‘“ Solidarity.” Secretaries Geis and 
Westbrook headed the procession, which started 
toward the Bowery, then down to Broome-street, 
thence to Broadway, up Broadway to Fourth- 
street, and back again to Everett Hall, where a 
short mass meeting was held. Secretary West- 
brook said that the clothing cutters did not care 
to take extreme measures against the bosses by 
calling out all the clerks, elevator men, and other 
employes in the shops, because they felt sure that 
the manufacturers would yield within afew days. 

Thomas B. Maguire, of District Assembly No. 
49, said that his organization would take up the 
fight of the clothing cutters and would prosecute 
the members of the association, both civilly and 
criminally, for conspiracy to lock out the men. 

The master plumbers and the journeymen are 
getting ready for the long-expected fight be- 
tween the employers and the journeymen. Pres- 
ident John Byrns, of the Master Pluinbers’ As- 
sociation, said that body had determined to pro- 
tect the boys in their right to learn a trade, 
and that it would have the: support of Col. 
Auchmuty in its efforts to doso. Walking Dele- 
gate Farrell said that he did not think the union 
would insist upon the enforcement of its rules 
before Monday, 80 as to give the men a chance to 
finish their week’s work. Of course, should the 
bosses begin the fight the union would retaliate. 
As for Col. Auchmuty the union would probably 
decide that none of the men who graduated 
from his trade schools should ever work in a 
union shop.

LONG LITIGATION ENDED. 

The suit of Edward N. Martin against 
Spencer C. Platt and others was dismissed by a 
decision yesterday by Judge Van Vorst in the 
Supreme Court. The case was caused by the 
complication which arose in the settlement of 
the Platt estate. William H. Spencer and Nathan 


Cc. Platt were the Executors of the will of Nathan 
Platt. They brought suit against a brother, 
George W. Platt, to recover property which he 
claimed that he had transferred to himself from 
his father’s estate, and they obtained an interloc- 
utory decree. Their lawyer was William R. 
Martin, with whom they made a contract that 
he was to get one-half of the money recovered. 
The contract assigned to him the property 
in the interlocutory judgment. Martin, 
who had not carried on the case to 
the end, owing to alleged misconduct, had 
assigned his right to his father, R. W. Martin, 
whoin turn assigned it to Jacob F, Wyckoff.

Judge Van Vorst, in deciding the 
case, held that the Executors had no authority 
to make the assignment, their sister knowing 
nothing of the matter. They also had no title to 
the property. The Judge also held that a con 
tract involving special skill and learning as 
arising in professional services was not assigna- 
ble. William R. Martin had also, it was said, 
improperly obtained money pending the action. 
The amount involved was several hundred thou- 
sand dollars.

THEIR TROUBLES ENDED. 


BELT LINE EMPLOYES TO HAVE THEIR 
OLD SCHEDULE, 

The differences of opinion between the 
Belt Line Railroad and its employes in the mat- 
ter of work and wages were amicably adjusted 
yesterday afternoon. A committee of the men, 
consisting of three drivers, one conductor, one 
trackman, and one stableman, laid before Vice- 
President Wiman a list of grievances at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. Mr. Wiman asked 
the mento wait for the arrival of President 
Scribner, who reached the stables at 11 o’clock. 


Mr. Scribner pone the conference until 3 
o’clock. When the men at length went before 
Mr. Scribner they complained that they were 
unable to carry out the new schedule, which 
provided for six trips on the west side and four 
trips on the east side. They said that on the 
west side, owing to the frequent blockades, they 
could not make six trips in less time than 134 
hours. On the east side four trips could not be 
made in less than 13 hours. ey wanted the 
new schedule rearranged so that they, would not 
be compelled to work more than 12 hours @ day. 

President Scribner said that the provision in 
the new schedulé by which the men would be 

aid for overtime at the rate of $2 10for12 

ours’ work ought to meet the objection to work- 
ing over time, To this the men replied that they 
did not want to work overtime. Nothing would 
suit them but a twelve-hour schedule. After an 
hour’s talk aschedule satisfactory to both the 
company and the men was decided upon. The 
men are to be paid by the day, but a certain 
number of trips will constitute a day’s work on 
each branch of the road. The wages for drivers 
and conductors on each branch will be $2. On 
the west side five trips will constitute a day’s 
work irrespective of the length of time required 
for each are > No extra pay will be allowed for 
overtime. On theeast side four trips will con- 
stitute a day’s work, but allowance will be made 
for overtime. This will make the wages on the 
east side about $2 a day, as the four trips can 
not be made in less than 13 hours. On Sundays 


, six trips will be made on the west side and four 


on the east side. Stablemen will receive $12 25 
and car-house cleaners $10 50 per week. This 
is the old schedule, which was in use before the 
recent strike. It will go into effect this morning. 
The result of the conference is looked upon as a 
complete victory for the men. Assistant Super- 
intendént Oakley said late yesterday afternoon 
that the company was satisfied. He further said 
that the “ seab” drivers and conductors had been 
offered work if they would stay. Under the cir- 
cumstances, however, the scabs thought it wise 
to get away while they could do so with safety.
